It never ceases to amaze me that 
although we lived through so many ex- 
periences together, our memories of 
them are oftentimes different.

Sure there’s differences bet- 
ween the two groups; that’s expected. 
But I’m convinced that they need to be 
a strong unit in dealing with 
legislators. 

There’s one saying I remember from 
somewhere in the distant past that 
seems to ring true, especially today: 
“United we stand, divided we fall.” No 
one could have said it better—if that’s 
really what was said!

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Losing sight 

Iam upset. No, I’m much more 
than upset, I’m downright angry. 
When I got my exhibitor pack- 
age from AMOA, I got out my 
checkbook to send off my deposit 
for my regular booth. 

But when I saw how much it 
had gone up, I almost fell out of 
the chair. I am just a small com- 
pany and attend only one show 
each year—either AMOA or 
ACME. Now I realize that 
AMOA may not be one of my 
choices anymore. Why? Simply 
because I can’t afford it. But I’m 
mad because it looks like AMOA 
is being greedy. It seems like 
AMOOA is doing less and less for 
its members, yet expects to ex- 
tort money from us for its show. 
And, as if having to spend so 
much more for a booth wasn’t 
enough, the rooms at the hotel 
are outrageous. 

I’m now wondering if AMOA 
has completely lost sight of the 
purpose of the show. Sure, 
operators can see the latest 
equipment from the major 
manufacturers. But they can 
also visit their distributors after 
the show and see it. What about 
the support and supply com- 
panies that have products that 
can't be seen at every distri- 
butor? The show is important for 
them—too important for them to 
be squeezed out. 

Ralph Lally had the right idea 
when he started Amusement 
Operators Expo (notice the 
operators in the title). He truly 
wanted to give operators what 
they wanted and needed. I’m sad 
to see AMOA becoming so 
greedy that they will be losing 
the very people that should be at 
the show. There has been con- 
troversy before about the high 
cost just to get into the show; now 
it’s nearly financially impossible 
to exhibit. 
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AMOA has made a huge 
mistake. I’m not the only small 
company reeling from this sur- 
prise attack on our pocketbooks. 
I heard that AMOA is using the 
excuse that when it signed the 
contract several years ago, 
AMOA didn’t realize that more 
space would be needed. So? 
That's not our problem. 
Whatever space there is should 
be sold on a first-come, first- 
served basis and for a 
reasonable price. After all, if 
AMOA made a bad decision 
about where to hold the show, I 
shouldn't have to pay the price of 
the mistake. 

I’m furious and won't be at the 
show. I wouldn't be surprised to 
see this outrage blow up in 
AMOA’s face when exhibitors 
pull out and realize that they 
haven't missed a thing.

Too, too much 

I am writing to express my con- 
cern over the tremendous rate in- 
crease for the booths at AMOA 
92, to be held in Nashville, Oct. 
1-3. The rates have increased 
over 36 percent, making the 
AMOA show by far the most ex- 
pensive show we will exhibit at 
this year. Here is a cost com- 
parison of our three biggest 
shows for an 800-square-foot 
display: AMOA will cost $12,000; 
IAAPA, $8,000; and ACME, 
$8,000. 

In the long run I believe the 
AMOA members will be the ones 
to suffer ifmanufacturers do not 
come to this show displaying a 
full line of equipment, or if they 
cut back on the number of new 
products they bring to display. 
The lines are already very long 
on the best equipment and this 
can only increase the problem. 


We have cut back on our booth 
plans by 20 percent because of 
the cost increase. I am sure we 
are not alone. I hope this rate in- 
crease is just a one-year situa- 
tion. Ifit’s not, our company and 
others I’ve talked with are con- 
sidering shifting more of our 
show emphasis to the IAAPA 
show in November.

We, too, are a small company 
that is finding it very hard to 
understand the astronomical 
rise in booth space. While the big 
guys can cut back several booths 
or take fewer people to the show 
to meet show budgets, it’s im- 
possible if you only have one or 
two booths to begin with and are 
already taking a skeleton crew. 
We believe this will be devasta- 
ting to operators, who won't be 
able to make contacts with those 
exhibitors that can’t justify the 
expense. We invited AMOA to 
explain its position. It’s plain to 
see that AMOA is not worried by 
the complaints. After all, accor- 
ding to this response, AMOA is 
selling the booth space; that 
seems to be all that’s important. 


A reply 


AMOA has commitments for 
Over 67 percent as of May 1 in 
Opryland’s Ryman Hall. That 
measurement is a full three 
weeks ahead of what it was in 
1991. The AMOA staff is working 
with each exhibitor to insure that 
all reasonable requests can be 
met.

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Rep. Jack Brooks (D- 
Texas), chairman of the 
House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, introduced a bill on 
May 9 that would slow ef- 
forts by the seven “baby 
Bell’? telephone com- 
panies to provide infor- 
mation services—and pot- 
entially compete with the 
coin-op amusement in- 
dustry in the video game 
arena. 

Brooks said his bill is 
needed to prevent the 
monopolistic practices 
that led to the breakup of 
AT&T. Complete details 
of the bill weren't avail- 
able at press time, but it 
does prohibit the regional 
Bells from pursuing infor- 
mation services for three 
years after its enactment. 
Thereafter, they would 
have to get approval from 
the U.S. Department of 
Justice to guard against 


monopoly abuses. 

“The Brooks bill is far 
better than the existing 
situation, where we have 
no protection at all,” said 
Bob Wilbur, AMOA’s 
government relations 
liaison. “The Justice 
Department would deter- 
mine whether there’s a 
‘substantial possibility 
that the Bell operating 
company could use its 
monopoly power to im- 
pede competition in the 
market it seeks to enter,’ 
according to a summary 
of the bill. But how much 
discretion the Justice 
Department will have, 
especially in an Ad- 
ministration like this one, 
which wants to remove 
all restrictions on what 
anybody does in com- 
munications, is hard to 
say at this point. But I’m 
sure AMOA will support 


the bill as being a good 
step forward.” 

This is the second bill in- 
troduced recently that im- 
poses restrictions on the 
baby Bells. Rep. Jim 
Cooper (D-Tenn.) intro- 
duced one in 1991 that’s 
still alive, though Wilbur 
thinks Brooks’ has a bet- 
ter chance of winding its 
way through Congress. 

‘“Cooper’s bill is in the 
Energy and Commerce 
Committee, and it’s 
shown no signs of mov- 
ing,” Wilbur said. “The 
Brooks bill, titled the ‘An- 
titrust Reform Act of 
1992,’ was drafted by his 
staff with the intention 
that it be referred only to 
the Judiciary Committee, 
of which Brooks is chair- 
man. His being chairman 
will probably give the bill 
the strength to move 
through the committee. 


Also, Brooks is a senior 
congressman, while 
Cooper is a relatively 
junior member of the 
House.” 

Of the two bills, Wilbur 
believes Cooper's is 
stronger in terms of pro- 
tection against Bell entry. 
But given the political 
realities at play, he says 
he would recommend 
that the industry throw its 
support behind the 
Brooks bill. Wilbur added 
that Brooks will likely 
press for action on the bill 
very quickly.

It!” along with the EPA 
logo and EPA administr- 
ator William Reilly’s 
name. 

The message, pro- 
grammed into the attract 
mode, appears when the 
game is powered up and 
repeats when the game is 
not in use. At the press 
conference, Reilly thank- 
ed AAMA for joining the 
EPA in spreading the 
recycling message. 

“We are pleased to be 
working with the EPA on 
this important national 
issue,’ said AAMA ex- 
ecutive vice president 





Bob Fay. “AAMA mem- 
bers are committed to get- 
ting this recycling 
message on video games 
and in front of the public. 
Within two years we an- 
ticipate the message will 
be on more than 100,000 
games in the country.” 

The AAMA members 
exhibiting their games at 
the press conference were 
Atari Games, Relief Pit- 
cher; Fabtek, Legion- 
naire; and Kaneko USA,

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The Florida Legislature 
was scheduled to begin 
the last special session of 
the year on June 1, the 
final chance for street and 
arcade operators to ob- 
tain relief from crippling 
tax measures. 

Manley Lawson, legis- 
lative chairman for the 
Florida Amusement and 
Vending Association 
(FAVA), says the associa- 
tion still has not gotten 
together with the Family 
Arcade Alliance (FAA) to 
present a unified industry 
message to legislators. 
The sticking point re- 
mains what the two sides 
can and cannot live with: 
FAVA prefers a gross 
receipts tax to a flat 
machine fee, or, at worst, 
a small flat fee that’s no 
greater than $150 per 
machine. FAA wants the 
flat fee, though it’s 
unclear how low they’re 
willing to go. (The present 
law calls for a 7.81 gross 
receipts tax.) 

‘“We(FAVA) feel like we 
must get some type of 
relief, and we have a 
range of proposals before 
the Legislature,’ Lawson 
said. ‘‘Unfortunately, 
FAVA and FAA have not 
been able to consummate 
a coalition. But we do 
have a number of larger 
operators working with 
us, and are hopeful that 
we can reach a solution. 

“FAVA realizes that a 
flat fee may be the best 
solution for them, and we 
could possibly support 
one up to $150, but that’s 
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not our first preference. 
We do not feel the lessors, 
or what you might call the 
street vendors, could live 
with a flat fee that the 
state would accept. So 
we re proposing a netting 
of our lease tax against 
this new gross receipts 
tax, which would elimi- 
nate double taxation. I 
think what FAA is saying 
is that they could get a 
lower fee from the Legis- 
lature if we would agree 
to a flat fee. But we don’t 
believe a flat fee is fair for 
the street locations. 
Whatever FAA considers 
fair is unfair for most 
street locations because 
the majority have amuch 
lower dollar volume per 
machine than most of the 
arcades. We've proposed 
a two-tiered system: a 
percentage basis for the 
street vendors and a flat 
fee for the operator- 
owned machines.’’ 

Lawson says whatever 
solution is reached, it 
shouldn't come as a 
disadvantage to other 
segments of the industry. 
“FAVA feels like we 
represent the industry as 
a whole, not just a small 
segment of it,” he said. “If 
we can't help the entire in- 
dustry, but can get some 
relief for a section of it, we 
want to do it—but not if 
it’s at the expense of 
another section of the in- 
dustry.” 

Larry Naddeo of Happy 
Days Family Amusement 
Center, an active member 
of FAA, issued the follow- 
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ing statement on FAA’s 
purpose and goals for the 
upcoming special session: 

‘The Family Arcade 
Alliance was formed in 
July 1991 solely for the 
purpose of fighting the 
7.81 ‘sales’ tax. FAA has 
about 30 members who 
have donated a con- 
siderable amount of time, 
money, and effort in 
fighting this unfair tax. 
Because the tax cannot 
be passed on to the con- 
sumer, it must be paid out 
of profits. All Florida 
operators are aware that 
the industry will be 
devastated if this tax con- 
tinues to stand. 

“(Earlier this year), the 
FAA lobbyist pushed a 
bill through the Senate 
that imposed a $40-per- 
machine fee. It would’ve 
saved the industry mil- 
lions of dollars and kept 
many operators from los-

ing their businesses. Un- 
fortunately, the bill was 
killed due to a lack of com- 
plete industry support. 

“The third special ses- 
sion will involve many tax 
issues and is an excellent 
opportunity to introduce 
new tax legislation. The 
industry must monitor 
legislative action to make 
certain that additional 
tax burdens are not im- 
posed. The ‘sales’ tax was 
passed last year because 
the industry was unrepre- 
sented. We cannot allow 
this to happen again. 

“The FAA, through 
grass-roots efforts, has 
put up a tremendous 
fight. However, a few 
members alone cannot 
continue to finance this 
battle. We desperately 
need your immediate 
help in order to continue 
fighting through the 
special session.”’

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Following an 11-week 
trial, a U.S. district court 
jury on May 4 returned a 
verdict in favor of Ninten- 
do in the Atari Corp. V. 
Nintendo of America an- 
titrust case. The jury 
unanimously found that 
Nintendo’s video game 
licensing program had 
not caused Atari any 
damages. Atari, which 
brought suit in 1989 and 
sought $160 million in 
damages, had alleged 
that Nintendo licensing 
agreements with game 
publishers constituted 
unreasonable restraint of 
trade. 

Howard Lincoln, Nin- 
tendo of America’s senior 
vice president, says even 
though the jury was un- 
able to reach a unani- 
mous verdict on all 
counts, it did unanimous- 
ly conclude on each count 
that Nintendo did not 
harm Atari Corp. 

“As indicated by the 
enormous success of the 
Nintendo Entertainment 
System, the consumer, 
the retailer, game deve- 
lopers, and publishers 
have already given over- 
whelming approval to 
Nintendo’s marketing 
practices,’ he said. “Our 
competitors have been 
quick to charge unfair 
business practices, when 
in fact Nintendo has 
simply listened to con- 
sumers, treated retailers 
and developers fairly, 
adhered to high-quality 
standards in the produc- 
tion of video games, and 
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developed and imple- 
mented smart marketing 
plans.” 

John Kirby, Nintendo’s 
lead counsel in the trial, 
added that the verdict 
‘‘should serve to dis- 
courage frivolous law- 
suits against Nintendo.” 

Atari officials say 
they’re considering ask- 
ing for a new trial on two 
outstanding counts— 
whether Nintendo's licen- 
sing agreement was an 
unreasonable restraint of 
trade, or whether this pro- 
gram was the means by 
which Nintendo acquired 
monopoly power. In res- 
ponse to the verdict, Atari 
Corp. president Sam Tra- 
miel told the Wall Street 
Journal, “This is 
outrageous, in my mind. 
They (Nintendo) aren't 
clean. They are a mono- 
polist.” 

In other news concern- 
ing Nintendo, its new 
Original Equipment 
Manufacturer (OEM) pro- 
gram is giving coin-op 
video game manufac- 
turers and creators use of 
Nintendo’s technology to 
make games for the 
Super System. Because of 
the OEM program, an un- 
precedented 60 game 
developers can work 
simultaneously on new 
game titles specifically 
for the system. Among 
the developers are those 
who, until now, have 
never had a vehicle to 
bring their ideas to the 
coin-op market. 

The new Picture Pro- 
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cessing Unit (PPU), cus- 
tom designed by Ninten- 
do engineers, allows 
developers to use 32,000 
colors, zoom in and out, 
and employ four layers of 
scrolling screens for 3-D 
effects. For operators, the 
Super System offers inter- 
changeable software, 
superior bookkeeping 
functions, and new audit- 
ing options for ease of 
operation. Game titles to 


date include Super Mario 
World, F-Zero, Super Ten- 
nis, Super Soccer, and 
Act Raiser. 

“It’s a win/win situation 
for everybody involved,” 
said Al Stone, Nintendo’s 
vice president of sales 
and marketing. “We 
wanted to doit right com- 
ing out of the gate and, 
judging from the initial 
response, we're definitely 
on the right track.”

The California coin-op

But five of 
the seven SRTC members 
voted against the bill, 
which kept it from reach- 
ing the Senate floor. 
‘““We’re probably safe 
for the rest of this year, 
but I expect we'll see 
something similar next 
year,’ Wendt said.

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don’t know what Wisconsin news- 

papers would write about these 
days if it weren’t for the gambling con- 
troversy. Gambling, the subject that’s 
sure to inflame the masses, has been 
used to full effect by Wisconsin’s print 
media as it flexes its “investigative 
reporting’ muscles. Even cranes 
became a target in the ongoing search 
to ferret out evil doing. 

Is this the result of overzealous 
young reporters running amok? Is it 
the position of the editorial board to 
print only negative data about certain 
pet subjects? Is it the result of 
“planted” information? 

Maybe since Watergate the media, 
both print and TV, now has a personal 
crusade to right wrongs and be the 
fellas with the white hats. But wait a 
minute guys; skeletons aren't lurking 
in every closet. Don’t look so hard for 
the bad angles that you have time for 
nothing else. I am left to surmise that 
only bad news and hints of improprie- 
ty sell newspapers. 

When I was a journalism major I 
never recall it suggested that I dig for 
all the dirt I could find. We were into 
the five basic W’s: who, what, when, 
where, and why. We were never to 
“assume” information, never to print 
details without two confirmed sources, 
and never to let our personal opinions 
creep into the story. Journalists were 
supposed to be objective—the Joe Fri- 
day school of writing—’’Just the facts, 
mam.” The facts, and quotes from 
those involved, told the story without 
further embellishment. 

That was for news stories. Feature 
stories left more room for creativity, 
such as not having to cram those five 
W’s in the first paragraph in case 
readers didn’t make it all the way to 
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the end of the article. We were not en- 
couraged to develop a pit bull 
mentality. 

The sheer volume of press clippings, 
where the hot topic of gambling was 
covered to the extreme, leads me to 
question the motives of those driven to 
pursue one subject to the death. I 
thought that was for gladiator school 
in the days of the Roman Empire. 

Here in Louisiana, even after the 
Legislature approved video poker 
games in liquor-licensed establish- 
ments, the press has been choosy 
about what it prints. The most recent 
item stated: “Gretna’s police chief, a 
New Orleans traffic court judge, a 
brother of one-time Mafia boss Carlos 
Marcello, and relatives of elected of- 
ficials are among more than 150 ap- 
plicants for licenses to distribute or 
own video poker machines, State 
Police records show. Anyone can app- 
ly for a license and applicants have 
few requirements to meet.” A sidebar 
highlighted a “‘selected”’ list of 30 ap- 
plicants, including any past transgres- 
sions dating back to 1973. 

I have an alternate lead, the one 
you'll never see: “John and Mary Doe, 
owners of Anyman’s Tavern on the 
corner of Main and 12th Streets, won’t 
have to close their 25-year-old 
establishment now that a tightly 
regulated video poker program over- 
seen by the La. State Police will allow 
them to offer a new form of adult enter- 
tainment to their patrons. Once the 
games begin on July 1, the state will 
receive 22.5 percent of the net pro- 
ceeds, as well as annual license fees 
and sales taxes, all needed to help 
balance the state budget without im- 
posing any new taxes. The Doe’s had 
to comply with stringent background

checks, extensive financial disclo- 
sures, and fingerprinting procedures 
before being considered for the 
license.” 

It may be that time constraints don’t 
allow for thorough research before a 
well-rounded story can be printed or 
aired. That was certainly true last Ju- 
ly when the new law passed and one 
New Orleans TV station called Play 
Meter: can we come out right away 
with the mini-cam to get quotes anda 
visual for the 5 p.m. newscast? There 
was only one problem: the reporter 
had one brief paragraph to go on; he 
had not read the bill and knew none of 
the provisions! If wine isn’t sold before 
it’s time, why are news stories releas- 
ed without a complete understanding 
of the subject matter? 

Any organized pursuit of legalized 
video gaming will have to face the type 
of relentless press that all too often 
comes with this territory. Be prepared 
for it. Find a way to get the positive 
aspects of legal gaming activity men- 
tioned in your local papers: jobs, sales 
taxes, and expanded business oppor- 
tunities. A public relations firm work- 
ing with your video gaming committee 
may be helpful. 

A word of advice: keep your skirts 
clean, people. Don’t give the local 
press anything to write about—one 
whiff of improper behavior and you 
are agone pecan. ||

tainment introduced its first

President Karasawa explained 
the company’s strong market- 
ing philosophy. “Our greatest 
strengths lie with our quality sales 
team and a CD Laser Juke line that 
continually meets the highest per- 
formance standards in the in- 
dustry. Since we began manufac- 
turing commercial coin-op music 
systems, we have provided leader- 
ship and technological innova- 
tion.”’ 

While not trying to be too tech- 
nical, suffice it to say that Pioneer’s 
development of Laserdisc laser op- 
tic technology for home and in- 
dustrial use has been revolu- 
tionary. PLE’s Laser Juke product 
line incorporates the same high 
quality audio technology. The 
crystal-clear sound comes from a 
laser optic beam to read CD soft- 
ware play after play while retain- 
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Bob Sullivan 


ing its superb quality. 

PLE’s current models, CJ-V99 
and CJ-V77, have two separate 
amplifiers and a variety of conve- 
_ nience features, including paging, 
background music, an optimizer 
feature that minimizes the time 
between song selections, an in- 
frared remote, and a PC com- 
patibility that lets operators audit 
songs. 

All Pioneer Laser Entertain- 
ments jukeboxes are equipped 
with an exclusive CD auto changer 
system that contains three six-disc 
magazines for an initial capacity of 
18 discs. The CJ-V99 offers two 
autochangers for a wider song 
selection. Both the CJ-V99 and the 
CJ-V77 can accommodate three 
autochangers, making room for 
800 song titles. 

But any product is only as good 
as the service it provides the 
customers. What do PLE cust- 
omers have to say? “The Pioneer 
CD jukebox is dependable and of- 
fers state-of-the-art technology,” 
said Phillip Roth of Roth Novelty. 

Tim Markham of Diamond Ent- 
erprises was amazed that Pio- 
neer’s Laser Juke system emerged 
from a devastating fire at a Lynne, 
Ore., location technically un- 
damaged. After a new paint job 
and new front door, “it worked just

as well as ever,’ Markham marvel- 
ed. 

Pioneer’s innovations go far 
beyond product design. Innova- 
tions also include a compilation 
hits software program that conve- 
niently packages the most popular 
music title selections at a lower 
cost and a lower capacity jukebox 
unit designed to reduce the initial 
CD software investment for 
smaller locations. Both the com- 
pilation software and lower capaci- 
ty hardware were adopted 
throughout the coin machine 
industry. 

Sheaks says that Pioneer is pro- 
ud of its innovator role, explaining, 
“We will continue to use our posi- 
tion to introduce programs that 
will stimulate new market 
growth.” 

As an example, PLE introduced a 
special buying program designed 
to increase bottom line profits for 
both distributors and operators. 
Through arrangements with Fire- 
stone Financial Corp., PLE offered 
interest-free financing for a six- 
week period during March and 
April to any qualified operator who 
purchased a Laser Juke system. 
This was created to promote sales 
among first-time buyers. PLE also 
included extra incentives like an 
operator service kit and speakers.

Was the program successful? 
Within the first three weeks, the in- 
crease exceeded first-term market- 
ing expectations by over 60 per- 
cent. 

Staying at the forefront of an in- 
creasingly competitive selling 
market is one of PLE’s goals. Plans 
are to continue providing distri- 
butors with financially advan- 
tageous promotions. For instance, 
a free nine-CD bonus package that 
includes compilation programs 
from Pioneer and Rhino Records is 
currently being offered with each 
Laser Juke purchase. 

PLE’s executives are quick to 
point out that the company’s 
marketing strategy is long term. 
Since the success of any manufac- 
turer depends on its ability to effec- 
tively expand its industry, Pio- 
neer’s sales executives intend to do 
just that. They will be opening 
more markets, new locations, and 
conducting corporate-to-corporate 
promotions with major snack food 
an beverage companies. 

“We are very excited about our 
new value-added 1992 product 
line,” said Sheaks. “We're pleased 
to offer our distributors and 
operators a total entertainment

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Oregon ops hang tough in 
face of state-run VLTs

veryone’s suffering with 

revenue down,” said Rick 
Geraghty, president of the Oregon 
Amusement and Music Operators 
Association and owner of Ger- 
aghty Coin Machine Service in 
Brookings, Ore. ‘‘A lot of us are 
hanging on right now. We’ve been 
giving additional games to loca- 
tions without VLTs to offset their 
losses from not participating in the 
program. We wonder how long 
these accounts will be with us. 
When will they turn to VLTs?” 

Geraghty and his fellow oper- 
ators refuse to give in on the issue 
of state-run VLTs and hold out 
hope of yet involving private in- 
dustry in Oregon’s video lottery 
program. 

Here are the most recent happen- 
ings: in late March the Oregon Lot- 
tery commenced its state-run video 
lottery program without coin 
machine operator participation. 
The lottery leased over 5,000 
machines to meet expected de- 
mand from an estimated eligible 
2,300 liquor-licensed establish- 
ments throughout the state. 

As of the week of April 18, 2,873 
machines were placed. In local 
newspaper accounts the Oregon 
Lottery reported that approx- 
imately 750 locations have licenses 
and machines; the maximum num- 
ber of machines per location is five. 
Four manufacturers’ games are 
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approved by the lottery: Video Lot- 
tery Consultants, International 
Game Technology, WMS Gaming, 
and G-Tech. Locations in Oregon 
can express preference of machine 
manufacturer.

Local newspaper accounts in- 
dicated a troublesome start for the 
program, with telephone line com- 
munications cited as the culprit 
during the early weeks. What’s 
really happening there? How is the 
coin machine community reac- 
ting? To find answers, Play Meter 
contacted several players in this 
new market. 

Location viewpoints 

At the Milltown Tavern in Silver- 
ton, Ore., the players are interested 
but the equipment is not always 
functioning, nor does it have the 
playback factor. Milltown’s owner, 
Ken Uppendahl, said his five 
games are constantly down, ex- 
plaining, “In three weeks I have yet 
to have one complete shift (14 
hours) run smoothly. 

“I think the machines are fine, 
but the state controls the odds and 
the payback. For example: when 
you get three of a kind or two pair, 


their money goes. They’re playing 
for entertainment. When the 
money disappears in 60 to 120 
seconds, they’re unhappy.” 

The machines only accept $1 and 
$5 bills; many players would prefer 
quarter or nickel play. “I think 
they're losing 10-15 percent of 
game revenue by not putting coin 
mechs in,” said Uppendahl. ‘‘The 
state should consider testing 
nickel play and maxing the mach- 
ines out at 32 plays—at least a 
chance to double your money ona 
pair.” 

What happens when a machine 
goes down? The answer: “When 
there’s a problem, very rarely will 
it be taken care of the same day. 
The 800 lines are usually jammed.” 

In Oregon, locations are ex- 
pected to handle paper jams and 
other aspects of game mainte- 
nance. Before obtaining machines, 
locations attend a three-hour ses- 
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Exhaust Note” 
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sion to go through the rules and 
regulations and learn what is ex- 
pected of them. Locations receive 
35 percent of the net proceeds. 

Milltown Tavern still has its 
other coin-op amusement games, 
including a Nostalgia jukebox 
(45s), two pool tables, a shuf- 
fleboard, one pinball (Elvira) and 
two upright videos (Midnight 
Resistance, Capcom Bowling). The 
jukebox and shuffleboard are 
steady, but revenue is down 40 per- 
cent on the other equipment, 
especially the videos. 

What are the owner’s overall 
feelings? “The projected figures 
(per machine) are there but the 
state has only half the locations ex- 
pected. If the state would have 
listened to the coin machine 
operators, things would have gone 
well. Coin machine operators were 
already supplying games to loca- 
tions.” 


Uppendahl added one more 
thing, albeit on a sore subject. He 
found himselfin the same position 
as the coin machine operators 
when it came time to dispose of 
amusement-only poker games on 
Dec. 1, 1991. Anew law that passed 
in the fall determined them illegal 
on that date, with video lottery set 
to follow in March. 

“I had an opportunity to pur- 
chase my own games ($10,000 
worth) and regarded them as ‘real 
property’ that was taken away 
from me.” Any locations with their 
own games had no option but to 
get rid of the games. Amusement- 
only poker machines were not 
frowned upon in this area, 15 miles 
from Salem, Ore. 

You won't find video lottery ter- 
minals at Doyle’s Pub in Monitor 
or the Horseshoe Pub & Grub in 
Molalla. Owner Rex Doyle is tak- 
ing a stand on principal. “I’m not 
going along with the state’s pro- 
gram,’ he said one Friday as the 
lunch hour crowd came in. 

“The state completely crippled

dustry here in Oregon and made 
me unhappy. They ruined the 
amusement and vending industry 
in the state.” 

Have his customers been asking 
for the games? ‘“‘A few have asked, 
but the majority have the attitude: 
‘I don’t blame you.’ Our basic 
customers are not satisfied with 
the pay schedule they’ve seen. And 
they don’t like the fact that it’s hurt 
the amusement industry, taverns, 
lounges, and restaurants. Foot 
traffic decreased considerably

when we lost our other poker 
machines. It wasn’t just the loss of 
that income; we didn’t anticipate a 
25-30 percent drop in the food 
orders. We used our games strictly 
for amusement. 

“The OAMOA and the restau- 
rant association spent money lob- 
bying to obtain video lottery, then 
the lottery commission said, ‘We 
don’t need you.” They can run it 
alright—about as well as they can 
perform open heart surgery.” 





There was emotion in Doyle’s 
voice when he said, “The majority 
of operators here are second and 
third generation—they know what 
games work in certain areas. They 
just know the business. The state 
does not know how to merchandise 
and place machines. Independent 
operators know what they’re do- 
ing.” 

In the city of Portland, business is 
very good at The Lighthouse Inn, 
where general manager Debra 
Hayes reports satisfaction with her 
video lottery terminals. 

“We never had any amusement 
pokers,” said Hayes. “They were il- 
legal in Multnomah County. 
Players are just learning the new 
machines.” 

The Lighthouse Inn has had the 
VLTs for four weeks. The location 
is acocktail lounge and restaurant 
that also has dart machines and 
pool tables. 


Central site 

Location within the state plays a 
large role in reactions to the 
games, and can have some impact 
on the communications system. 
What are the roots of the early dif- 
ficulties in Oregon? 

For an answer we turned to Inter- 
national Game Technology, the 
company chosen to supply the on- 
line communications network. 
Jerry Young, vice president of IGT, 
explained that Oregon’s system “is 
the first dedicated, on-line system 
in the world.” 

There are bound to be some 
snags at the start of any new 
system, that’s a given. In this case 
it appears to be a combination of 
difficulties in urban vs. rural tele- 
phone line connections and a basic 
element of the system. 

As Young describes it, IGT’s 
Clerk Validation Terminal in use in 
Oregon is designed to shut the 
machines down if there is any pro- 
blem in the communications link. 
“This was a design request,” said 
Young. Any glitches in the tele- 
phone connections could trigger 
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this system feature, no doubt in- 
tended for extra security. 

The next state to start video gam- 
ing, this time with coin machine 
operators, is Louisiana (on July 1). 
IGT will supply that communica- 
tions network as well, with one ma- 
jor difference—it will be a dial-up 
system. 

Young noted the differences bet- 
ween on-line and dial-up: “In a dial- 
up system there is no communica- 
tion between the location and the 
central system throughout the day. 
The only time the central system 
calls up the site through the CVT is 
when it’s polling for information at 
the end of the day. In the case ofan 
on-line system, communication is 
maintained throughout the day in 
real-time. 

“The type of communications 
utilized in both projects (Oregon 
and Louisiana) are entirely dif- 
ferent,” he added. “The Louisiana 
dial-up system is the same type of 
system as that used in South 
Dakota, Atlantic Canada, 
Manitoba, and the WCOC in 
Canada.” 

Operator action 

Operators are encouraged by the 
lower-than-expected interest from 
locations seeking licenses. Accor- 
ding to OAMOA’s Geraghty, some 
have a wait-and-see attitude, 
knowing that the Ecumenical 
Ministries of Oregon and the 
OAMOA are circulating initiative 
petition drives to change the ex- 
isting law. 

Said Geraghty: “Some (locations) 
don’t like what the lottery did to 
our industry and therefore do not 
trust them or want them in their 
businesses. Some do not want to 
pay the up-front costs, such as 
fingerprinting fees, $300 in phone 
line installation plus $80 per month 
line charges, and $100 per machine 
privilege tax. 

‘Whatever the reasons for not 
applying, we are fearful that if the 
lottery can get the system running 
dependably more locations will

Geraghty mentioned that during 
the first week the lottery reported 
in the press that machines averag- 
ed about $600 per terminal per 
week. “As more machines were 
turned on they said it dropped to 
about $500 per week,” he added. 
“It’s hard to say where the play will 
level off; the maximum number is 
five machines at each location. At 
this time the lottery has more 
machines than willing locations to 
take them. I’m sure many locations 
will warrant five, but not all, and 
we think that will hurt the overall 
per machine performance.” 


OAMOA met on April 10 in 
Portland and organized the Orego- 
nians for Private Industry, the 
name on the operator initiative. 
The meeting’s purpose: to launch 
the initiative petition drive and 
gather 66,770 valid signatures by 
July 3. The goal is actually 81,000 
signatures, allowing for duplicate 
signatures or unregistered voter 
names. 
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and injustice of the Lottery Com- 
mission’s decision,” he said. “I’m 
sure we will have the majority of 
the legislators endorse our posi- 
tion.”’ 

Getting the word out will be cost- 
ly and Oregon’s operator popula- 
tion is strapped at present. Costs 
include statewide advertising and, 
if necessary, the hiring of signature 
gatherers. In Oregon it is legal to 
hire individuals to. collect 
signatures, at a cost of about $1 per 
signature.

It was 10 years ago this 
month that we inter- 
viewed a 23-year-old 
operator named Joe 

Kaminkow. At the time 
he was vice president/ 
director of operations 
for That’s Entertain- 
ment, an arcade in 
Baltimore. In the inter- 
view he expressed a 
desire to dabble in 
game design, not realiz- 
ing that he would, 10 
years later, be the direc- 
tor of design for Data 
East Pinball. 
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T his time around, Kaminkow 
offers his opinion on such 
topics as the current state of pin- 
ball, the proliferation of licensed 
games, and Data East’s challenge 
to its competitors for pinball 
supremacy. 

Was game design something you 
always had as a career goal, or 
was it a hobby that just 
mushroomed? 

I grew up in this business and 
was fortunately exposed to all the 
different aspects of it. Unlike a lot 
of people, I’ve stood on all three 
sides of the triangle: operating, 
distributing, and manufacturing. 
In terms of education, my back- 
ground is in liberal arts. 

At the point that I decided to get 
into design, as an operator I was 
frustrated with the product out 
there. It wasn’t earning as well and 
it didn't look as well as I thought it 
should. I had a different vision and 
endeavored to see if my instincts 
were right, so I formed a company 
with Kevin Curren called Logical 
High. 

I vividly remember having din- 
ner with my father, Arnold Kamin- 
kow, on New Year’s Eve, 1981. He 
said to me, “If you want to do well 
in this business, I suggest you go in- 
to design.” It was kind of a chide, 
and it turned a light on in my head. 
He was right, because I do have a 
knack for designing games. It must 
run in the family—my sister is a 
clothing designer.

How did your first games fare? 

The first video game, Play Ball, 
was mediocre—actually, the game 
was pretty good, but it got 
murdered by Dragon’s Lair. It 
came out right when Dragon's Lair 
was earning over $1,200 on loca- 
tion. 

The marketplace has always dic- 
tated how a game will earn—and 
therefore, in most people’s eyes, 
how good it is. Timing is every- 
thing. When I! was an operator and 
a game brought in, say, $178 a 
week, it was considered a good 
earner. The top earners of today— 
Street Fighter II, Captain America, 
Terminator 2—bring in $1,000 a 
week. Operators really have fabu- 
lous games with tremendous earn- 
ing power from which to choose. 

The pinballs being made today 
are wonderful investments for the 
operator. The earning curve for a 
pinball machine is very long and 
very gradual. What’s more, it has a 
resale value in the end, which 
videos don’t have. 


How do you account for the pinball 
renaissance of late? 

There are three things, really, 
that have brought modern pinball 
where it is today. First, I was lucky 
to have been part of the team that 
created Space Shuttle in 1984; it in- 
cluded Larry DeMar, Barry 
Ousler, and Mark Springer. This 
game changed how the displays 
looked and how we heard pinball.

Search ends September 4, 1992. 
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It also introduced the ability to 
hold a feature in memory. Then 
things flattened out for a while. We 
got into double levels, but it turned 
out to be much more trouble than it 
was worth. Next, the video boom 
hit and we got a whole new group 
of players. The talent of the in- 
dustry walked away from pinball, 
and though they eventually came 
back, pinball had about a four-year 
dry spell. 

The second big data point was, in 
my opinion, 1986, the year Data 
East started into the business. 
Why was that important? Because 
when you think about pinball, it 
hadn’t changed a whole lot in 40 
years, and especially in the 10 
years prior to Data East getting in- 
volved. We came along with fresh 
ideas and a slightly different vi- 
sion. That vision included solid- 
state flippers, no-wear flipper rub- 
bers, a dot-matrix display, and 
digital stereo. Our competitors had 
to react to these changes and make 
their product better, and in turn 
we've made our product better. In 
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the past six years, we’ve done three 
or four new things with every 
game. It’s mind-boggling how far 
Data East has come in such a short 
time. 

The third cornerstone was the ar- 
rival of our Checkpoint pinball. 
Again, why? Because this game in- 
corporated all of the innovations 
Data East is now known for: no- 
wear flipper rubbers, the solid- 
state flippers, selectable music in 
digital stereo, a wider dynamic 
range of scoring, the dot-matrix 
display, video mode, video gra- 
phics. It also expanded on Jackpot 
and Extra Ball with Blue Light 
Specials, TurboBoost Specials— 
just all sorts of fun features. Part of 
the reason for the gigantic pinball 
boom right now is the dot-matrix 
display, which Data East invented. 
Now everyone else has adopted it. 
It’s taken us to an earnings plateau 
that pinball has never reached 
before. You’ve got games making 
$400 to $600 a week! 

Still, as far as you’ve come, I’ve 
talked to operators who say they 


won't buy Data East pins because 
they break down too often. Was 
that a valid criticism before, and is 
it now? 

There’s no doubt we shot 
ourselves in the foot early on. Our 
schedule to get into business was a 
little too aggressive, and our 
engineering staff was a bit too 
small, though we now have over 20 
people. The zealousness of the time 
and the pressure to get it out—l 
wish we had had more time and a 
little more patience. Unfortunate- 
ly, we suffered from that. But Pete 
Gustafson, Arnie Aarstad, and Jim 
Gorman did whatever they could 
to correct the problems, and that 
attitude continues today in the ser- 
vice department. 

So you're saying don’t judge us to- 
day based on our early years. 

Right. Back then we were what I 
call a “one-mile game” company; 
today we’re a ‘‘50-mile game” com- 
pany. By that I mean anybody can 
buy a Data East pinball and put it 
50 miles from the office without 
worrying about a service call. Our

as well. Data East is also develop- 
ing a self-cleaning pinball to really 
keep the dirt out of the games. I 
can’t elaborate further now. We’re 
just trying to innovate and lead. 
As director of design, do you have 
much hands-on input in a game, or 
are you mainly overseeing the 
work of others? 

On Hook, for example, Tim 
Seckel and Neil Falconer did a 
fabulous job. My job was to keep 
them on course. They were allowed 
to use their own ideas and judg- 
ments, but I had to see that they 
didn’t go astray. They created a 
game that’s set the Data East 
record for sales volume. But the 
buck stops here. It’s my respon- 
sibility to make sure we're on 
budget and on schedule. 

On Lethal Weapon 3, I did the 
original layout and (director of 
engineering) Ed Cebula did the 
clean-up. He and I are a great 
team. On a lot of the games you'll 
see “KC-designed”’ (Kaminkow- 
Cebula) hidden somewhere. 

My goals are to try to give us the 

best licenses through the relation- 
ships we've developed in Holly- 
wood, to get the timing right, and 
to, most of all, make sure the 
games are fun. I spend a lot of time 
here, especially around crunch 
time. The first 95 percent of the 
game happens during the first five 
percent of the time. That last five 
percent takes up 95 percent of your 
energy; it’s the time for tweaking 
and polishing. 
In the 1982 interview, you seemed 
to be criticizing manufacturers for 
having too much involvement in 
licensing. Now Data East has one 
licensed pin after another. Have 
you changed your opinion on the 
merits of licensing? 

Licensing is certainly very impor- 
tant today. The ’80s was a very in- 
teresting decade. It was the begin- 
ning of the cable TV revolution, 
bringing MTV and HBO into our 
homes. We all became much more 
aware of the impact of a successful 
movie on selling product. “‘Bat- 
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Diamond Anniversary 
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and Show 
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at Seven Springs Mountain Resort 
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man” sold alot of T-shirts when the 
movie came out a few years ago. 
That translates to our business. 
What licensing does is change the 
demographics; it brings in more 
children, more women, more 
adults — whatever the case may 
be. Males between 18 and 35 want 
to play T2 or Lethal Weapon 3 be- 
cause Arnold or Mel are their 
heroes; they want to be part of the 
experience. That leads to better 
game earnings, and it also helps 
with resale. 

As a game designer, licensing 

gives us wonderful, pliable clay to 
use for our display boards and art 
and as our scheme. In past years, 
we had games like Hollywood 
Heat; it was just ‘““Miami Vice’”’ 
without having to pay for the 
license. F-14 tried to parlay the suc- 
cess of “Top Gun.” We feel that in- 
stead of going around the back and 
trying to make a game sort of like 
something, just do it! Let’s do Mel 
Gibson and “Lethal Weapon 3.” 
Let’s bring ‘““Monday Night Foot- 
ball” to the playfield. Let’s make 
Bart Simpson come alive. Let’s 
take advantage of the success of 
the “Back to the Future’”’ trilogy, 
the hit “Batman” movie, and 25 
years of “Star Trek.” 
Some complain, however, that 
often by the time they receive their 
licensed games, the movie has 
already had its run in the major 
theatres, leaving them with a 
game that’s not going to earn as 
well as it could have. 

I don’t think that’s valid. We try 
to be very selective with our titles. 
There have been 25 years of “Star 
Trek” and a decade of “Back to the 
Future.” Then you look for a pro- 
perty with constant residuals. “The 
Simpsons” is on TV every week, 
and in a year from now it'll be on 10 
times a day when it hits syndica- 
tion. Look at “Monday Night Foot- 
ball.” When football season rolls 
around, you're going to watch it. 
The key is to choose properties 
wisely. 

There’s an old expression: ‘If 
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you're going to make your money 
fast or slow, make it fast!” IfI’m an 
operator, I want to make my 
money fast, I want to get my return 
on investment quicker. I look at my 
competitors and see that their top 
two selling games of the past 
decade were licensed games. So 
operators have really reaped the 
benefits of what pinball manufac- 
turers have done with licensing. 
There’s no doubt that it attracts the 
players. 

Has your background as an 
operator helped you design the 
games that operators need and 
want? 

Yes, but not just the operators; 

it’s the players, too. We spend a lot 
of time figuring out what the player 
wants, what it is that gets him 
excited. 
In the previous interview, you 
cited the following keys to That’s 
Entertainment being a successful 
arcade: no smoking, eating, or 
drinking; having a uniformed 
supervisor at all times; and, most 
importantly, keeping the games 
clean. You also said that 
‘“‘operators need to clean up their 
act.’’ Have they? 

I think things are much better to- 
day. You have to remember the 
climate in this industry back when 
I said what I said. A really weird 
thing happened to our business in 
the early ’80s. Look at Play Meter’s 
Directory issues back then and 
compare them to today: Morris 
Piha is still around, along with peo- 
ple like Ed Pellegrini, Jerry Mar- 
cus, Steve Koenigsberg, Frank 
Ballouz, Al Stone, Ken Fedesna, 
and Gary Stern. Who isn’t? People 
like this woman I remember who 
came to this business as product 
manager for Lux Soap! We had all 
sorts of people who came in for the 
boom, rode the wave, made some 
money—then vanished. 

Now we have a stable business 
again. Unfortunately, the video 
game side is very hit-oriented, and 
very few products sell. But 
everybody—manufacturers, distri- 


butors, and operators—are making 
money from pinball. Our executive 
vice president and general mana- 
ger, Gary Stern, is an amazing per- 
son in terms of understanding the 
business and understanding how 
to produce a product that benefits 
everyone involved. I look back at 
the great names in our business— 
Ray Moloney, Sam Stern, Harry 
Williams, David Gottlieb—and in- 
clude Gary as a pioneer. His fami- 
ly was involved with the start of 
Williams and Chicago Coin. He’s 
done so much to build this com- 
pany; when he walks the trade 
show floors, Gary Stern walks with 
the greatest level of respect of 
anybody out there. 


certainly will because of Mel Gib- 
son. But generally, it’s very hard to 
sit down and design a game that 
you know women will like. And 
remember that our primary 
market is males between 18 and 35 
years old, so they have to be the 
focus of our attention. 
So what, in a nutshell, is in store 
for Data East Pinball? 
Improvement, improvement, and 
more improvement. We're going to 
continue to push the standards 
higher and make the games better 
and better. We’re already working 
on product for 1994. It gives us time 
to do some really special stuff. 
We're also addressing larger 
facilities, greater production, addi-

tweaking and polishing. ”’ 


Back then, you hoped manufac- 
turers would continue to build 
games that appeal to women, e.g., 
Pac-Man, Ms. Pac-Man, Cen- 
tipede, and Make Trax. What 
happened? 

If you looked at the arcades in 
1982, women were in there playing 
those games and enjoying them. 
Recent games that have crossed 
over include The Simpsons and 
Star Trek, and Lethal Weapon 3 
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tional lines—it’s going to be an ex- 
citing decade! 

Ten years ago, when we asked 
what was in store for you personal- 
ly, you said you might like to take 
up game design. What’s your 
answer now? 

See you in the movies! For now 
we ve got some games to make, but 
in the long term, there are a few 
silver screen concepts around that 
I may pursue one day. [| 
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A multitude of features, a sound 
and light show showcased in 
a beautiful cabinet, and appealing 
backglass and playfield designs 
have made these times a new 
golden age of pinball. Maybe the 
best is yet to come. But it has not 
always been a golden age for flip- 
per games. 

In the early ‘80s, during the 
height of the video game boom, 
flipper pinballs were a dying 
breed. They had lost the battle to 
Asteroids, Pac-Man, Galaga, 
Defender, and Space Invaders. 
They may have lost the battle, but 
not the war. 

During the late ’80s and early 
90s, flipper pinballs made one of 
the greatest comebacks in history, 
resulting in more new players 
than any other type of amusement 
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game. Joe Urschel, a well-known 
columnist, reaffirmed this fact in 
a column that ran April 7 in “USA 
Today.” 

Since the demise of Pac-Man, 
Ms. Pac-Man, and Centipede, the 
feminine video game players have 
been few and far between. But the 
girls never deserted flippers and 
today flippers can lay claim to an 
absolute majority of female 
players. Because of this feminine 
play, we have urged manufac- 
turers not to release a pinball with 
a plunger spring so hard that it 
hurts “milady’s” dainty fingers. 

I’ve had a soft spot for pinball 
since our first game, Big Broad- 
cast by Gottlieb in the early ’30s. 
I’ve always loved flippers (though 
maybe not with the fervor and 
passion seen in Joe Kaminkow, 
Roger Sharpe, Steve Kordek, and 
Steve Epstein. I’m sure they must 
believe that there is no God but 
pinball and Dave Gottlieb, Harry 
Williams, and Sam Stern were the 
prophets!) 

Kidding aside, we all love pin- 
ball games because they are show 
business. There is something 
about a flipper game that reminds 
us of a great stage play, a musical 
comedy, or a good movie. The flip- 
per game has come a long way 
since the introduction of drop 
targets, thumper bumpers, and 
other memorable features. I’ve 
often called modern pinballs erec- 
tor sets because of their secret 
tunnels, ball tracks, automatic 
plungers, ejectors, sounds, lights, 
and beautiful cabinets that have 
all captured the public’s fancy. 

To my way of thinking, Mark 
and Steve Ritchie, Joe Kaminkow, 
Pat Lawlor, Jim Patla, and a few 
other designers rate in their field 
like Steven Speilberg, George 
Lucas, and a few other great ex- 
ponents of special effects rate in 
the movie world. Special effects on 
the new flipper games are a sight

to behold. 

I can’t end this article without 
mentioning and praising the great 
dedicated artists who have done 
so many wonderful backglasses. 
I've always said that perhaps 
someday the works of Paul Faris, 
Greg Freses, Dave Christensen, 
and some of their fellow artists 
will hang in the Louvre or the Na- 
tional Gallery. 

For years the advertising slogan 
on Gottlieb games was “As 
American as Hot Dogs and 
Baseball.”

Speed up kits 


| en years ago, the issue of 
copyrighting a video game’s 
sights and sounds was being 
discussed all over the country. At 
the fifth annual Copyright Con- 
ference three prominent attorneys 
led a discussion on video copyright 
rulings. ‘““The video question is cor- 
roding copyright law,” noted one 
attorney. “Ifthe decisions made in 
respect to video games must apply 
to other matters of the same cate- 
gorical type, such as books and 
plays, it could be disastrous.” This 
was in response to video games be- 
ing classified as literary works; 
laws that applied to literary works 
didn’t apply to video games. The 
controversy would continue for 
many months to come. 

A Japanese manufacturer said in 
one of its newsletters that copiers 
in Japan “are facing very difficult 
times.” The company contended 
that the only market left for copiers 
was the Japanese domestic mar- 
ket and that the demise of those 
companies was due to a poor Euro- 
pean market and enforcement of 
copyright laws in the United 
States. 

The copyright issue was fresh on 
Cinematronics’ mind. It was shock- 
ed to learn that a copy of its 
Naughty Boy managed to find its 
way into the hands of operators 
even before the original was 
introduced. 

Also at Cinematronics, the com- 
pany had reached an agreement 
with Dynamo. Following the suc- 
cess of its first video game, Lil’ 
Hustler, Dynamo would produce 
and market Boxing Bugs. 





Speed-up kits, enhancement kits, 
retrofit kits—whatever they were 
called—were being talked about a 
lot 10 years ago. While most oper- 
ators would agree that buying a 
blatant copied game was not fair to 
the manufacturer, they didn’t 
agree that speed-up kits should be 
declared illegal. A speed-up kit was 
simply a way to enhance an older 
game. In fact, operators viewed 
these kits as vital to help them 
recoup their investments on games 
that died a not-so-slow death on 
location. Manufacturers count- 
ered that adding one of these kits 
was Changing the game and was 
not allowed. It was a no-win 
situation. 

In other news 10 years ago, a 
New Jersey community ordinance 
requiring players of videos to be at 
least 18 was declared unconstitu- 
tional by a superior court judge; 
the Maryland Amusement Opera- 
tors Association was formed to 
focus on the metro Washington 
D.C. area; Taito sponsored a Qix 
tournament to benefit the Easter 
Seal Society; Steve Kaufman 
resigned from Stern Electronics 
and Larry Siegel, president of 
Stern Electronics’ Seeburg divi- 
sion, took over Kaufman’s duties; 
Bob Lentz was named sales 
manager for Stern Electronics; 
Paul Jacobs, formerly president of 
Universal USA, joined Thomas 
Automatics as vice president of 
marketing; and Arnold Kaminkow, 
former president of Bally Nor- 
theast Distributing, was named 
president of Centuri.

ife, both at home and at work, 
is gaining in complexity and 
speed. This is only going to in- 
crease as time and technology ad- 
vance. One of the changes in the 
near future will be the beginning of 
cellular everything. Besides the ex- 
isting cellular phone, there will 
shortly be cellular computers, TVs, 
etc., to link us all into one big hap- 
py family—or so certain groups 
hope. 
The area we will focus on for now 
is TV. The interactive, non-wire TV 
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coming changes 


will, in the next four or five years, 
change our daily lives a great deal. 

One of the first companies to get 
involved in the interactive area 
was T'V Answer. This company has 
developed a wireless cable system 
that utilizes both cellular and 
satellite technologies to create in- 
teractive television. Along with 
manufacturing cohort Hewlett- 
Packard, TV Answer plans to 
begin with 120 channels and ex- 
pand from there. 

They plan to carry such diverse 





programming services as banking, 
video games, and pay-for-view. 
You will be able to pick special 
events or movies and pay to watch 
them just seconds before they 
start. By merely moving a joystick 
and pulling a remote control trig- 
ger, you can be in on the fun. The 
potential impact of this technology 
could be very large. 

To coin-op, interactive TV may 
offer much opportunity and a 
strong incentive to be more 
creative in the arcade. At this point 
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Yo Joe! COBRA is up to its slimy tricks once again. They are planning world domination 
through mass terrorism. The team forces must unite to advance and stop the menace of 
COBRA in G.I. Joe, the new video game adventure from Konami. 


Team G.I. Joe members Duke, Road Block, Snake-Eyes, and Scarlett have their work cut 
out for them. They have been individually trained in specialized military areas. Snake-Eyes 
is a mystical martial arts master, most dangerous when he is unarmed and cornered. Road 
Block is aheavy machine gunner who is also adept at hand-to-hand combat. Scarlett, whose 
strength is military intelligence, is no wimp when it comes to kicking butt. Duke, trained 
in close range fighting, is looked upon as the guidance counselor, big brother, and offen- 
sive coach to the G.I. Joe unit. Together they get tough on the ruthless Cobra Commander 
and his sleazy Cobra Vipers and Toxo-Vipers. 


After attacking big cities, COBRA begins to spread mass destruction and chaos. G.I. Joe 
must destroy the chemical plant to rid the world of COBRA’s toxic terror tactics. They 
advance through to the Air Base where Cobra Commander's dive-bonbing planes, 
helicopters, tanks, and legions of soldiers are ready for battle. Then it’s showtime at COBRA’s 
weapons plant, where the high-tech, destructive arms are being manufactured. W/hen the 
weapons plant is destroyed, Cobra Commander threatens to launch powerful missiles, 
targeted at cities all over the world, unless G.I. Joe lays down its arms. G.I. Joe, never 
surrendering, searches through the depths of the jungle for COBRA’s secret military base. 


Once they find the base, where COBRA is storing the deadly missiles, G.I. Joe fignts through 
it to the ultimate showdown with Cobra Commander. It’s time for G.I. Joe to get down 
and dirty, and show COBRA how tough they really are. Join the ranks of a fearless team— 
G.I. Joe, a real American hero! 
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I have received some details on the 
possibilities and limitations of TV 
Answer’s particular system. They 
are not the only ones going 
cellular. (Not surprisingly, they are 
a bit tight with their information at 
this point. I have gained some 
assistance and will report the 
pieces as they are doled out to me.) 

Well, like it or not, such systems 
are coming. The FCC has already 
approved the needed frequencies 
for the first versions of these 
systems when they are in place. 
The FCC chairman seems deter- 
mined to bring about implementa- 
tion of these new technologies as 
quickly as possible. Considering all 
the forces who have a vested in- 
terest in this field, that will be quite 
a task. 

Either way, the FCC plans to 
begin licensing users by the end of 
1992. You could see these systems 
in use by mid-1993. I believe that by 
the end of 1995, these systems will 
be subtly—but rapidly—reshaping 
daily life. It will be a new age in 
home entertainment and informa- 
tion. Video games will be a part of 
this. We will have to play along. 
What to expect 

The early system from TV 
Answer will be sold in retail loca- 
tions. It will be roughly the size of 
your VCR and plug into the wall 
while connecting to your TV and 
VCR. The 120 channels they plan 
to offer will come to you from a 
local cell site, which is linked via 
satellite to the main facility. This is 
where everyone gets tied together. 

One consideration is the speed 
with which they can link you to 
another player. This will limit the 
type of games they will be able to 
bring you for national play. 
However, they have the ability— 
according to the information given 
to me—to run events in either a 
single cell site or a group of sites 
without use of the satellite link. 
This would mean much faster play, 
but only in localized areas where 
they have the computing equip- 
ment to produce the game and 


handle the interactions. Other 
drawbacks include the remote con- 
trol that the system utilizes and the 
unit itself. 

To use this system for shooting 
games like Mad Dog McCree, you 
must be able to aim at the screen. A 
joystick version would mean some 
programming changes. It might 
make a game too slow and cost it 
some appeal. These things will be 
worked out; the only questions are 
when and by whom. Some game 
companies are already studying 
the maps, making initial contacts, 
and planning to be a part of it all. 

This technology may also impact 
the video lottery and gaming 
groups. Some are already discuss- 
ing cellular systems for lotto 
tickets, etc. The control of the 
system and access to the public 
would be greatly increased if these 
interactive cellular cable TV 
systems could sell you lotto tickets 
right in your living room. 


for their chance to move into the 
cellular interactive arena in a big 
way. This will go beyond the simple 
cellular phone. 

We must either find our place in 
all this change or create one. We 
must keep up or risk getting left 
behind. I do not mean that coin-op 
will perish, only that the coming 
changes will cause us to grow and 
adapt to survive. If we adapt well 
we thrive. Some, unfortunately, 
will ignore or resist these changes. 
In today’s world, ignorance is not 
bliss—it’s fatal. 

On other fronts 

The electronics giant Matsushita 
has teamed up with Electronic Arts 
for the development of a new 
multimedia game/education sys- 
tem. The joint company is called 
the San Mateo Software Group. 
With their power in the market 
and worldwide reach, they will 
surely be a major factor in the 
home game arena. Furthermore,

These new types of real-time in- 
formation systems have the poten- 
tial to greatly impact our social 
and economic systems by the end 
of the decade. The governments, 
companies, and amounts of money 
involved are overwhelming. The 
earnings and information-based 
power these new communication 
systems will wield is sure to be 
enormous. 

Many of the principals in these 
efforts are global. Further, they 
seek to retain as much control of 
and access to this information as 
possible. They seek to dominate 
these new technologies as they 
emerge. The list of companies play- 
ing major roles include ones from 
America, Europe, and Japan. The 
telephone companies, along with 
the cable TV and computer in- 
dustries, are waiting in the wings 


their system will be of high- 
definition TV quality and include 
the use of CD-ROM. Matsushita 
hopes to begin production and 
sales in 1993. 

The computer industry is moving 
to ‘multimedia’ systems. These 
are computers designed with video 
in mind. They utilize CD-ROM and 
large hard drives. This trend will 
escalate until these systems 
outperform anything on the ar- 
cade floor today. The computer in- 
dustry is forming core groups, each 
hoping to be the one to bring 
together the different strengths it 
will take to dominate the markets 
of the future. 

IBM has also just released infor- 
mation on new storage systems 
that will be able to place 1.2 
gigabytes on a 3.5-inch disk drive. 
They also disclosed a new optical 
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drive that stores 127 megabytes on 
a rewriteable, 3.5-inch optical disc, 
with a data transfer rate of 625 
kilobytes per second. These items 
are available for OEM evaluation 
directly from IBM. They have a 
mean failure rate of 5,000 hours use 
per. 


standard PC applications. 

This trick is pulled off at a 250 
MHz clock rate, with masters and 
slaves connected via a 32-pin inter- 
face. Some other benefits are the 
loss of noisy TTL signals and a 
system that operates in a controll- 
ed impedance environment. They

Rambus, arecently formed com- 
pany, will offer a welcome stride 
forward in the area of DRAM. They 
have developed the first standard 
interface to be functional on 
CMOS DRAMS. This advance has 
applications in memory con- 
trollers and graphics/video pro- 
cessors, to mention a few. Their 
system is said to be capable of up to 
500 million bytes per second in 


say their system is quieter at 250 
MHz than TTL is at 40 MHz. 
(CMOS is also less power-hungry.) 
This new system holds, if utilized 
well, a greater potential for improv- 
ed graphics resolution and speed. 
Several companies, such as Fujit- 
su, NEC, and Toshiba, are already 
signed up to put the Rambus solu- 
tion into their chips. 

High-speed storage systems in 
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hard drives, optical-based, and 
silicon-based storage are forging 
ahead rapidly. SiliconDisk Plus 
now offers a hard-drive system 
that can retrieve stored informa- 
tion in an astounding 0.02 milli- 
seconds! This is a 1,500 percent in- 
crease in the normal rate for high- 
speed systems. These systems run 
at a data transfer rate of 10 
megabits per second and utilize an 
onboard 68020 32-bit processor 
running at 40 Mhz. The units may 
find some use in the virtual reality 
field, what with its need for high 
speed and flexibility. 

Conclusion 

The world of tomorrow will de- 
mand that you keep up. You must 
gear your production efforts 
toward high-efficiency batching of 
products, which will allow you to 
change rapidly with little confu- 
sion and lost time. You must 
establish a production system that 
is extremely flexible and in- 
tegrated. You will also need a 
strong, open flow of information in 
your organization, as well as the in- 
tegration of your information base 
and cross-training of your employ- 
ees. The world now runs more on 
information than on oil. We are 
entering anew age, and with it will 
come much change and some 
non-survivors. 

You must keep in touch with the 
directions taken by your com- 
petitors, the desires of your 
customers, and the possibilities 
hiding in new technologies and the 
minds of your employees. It will 
also become more important to 
bring in outside help on an as- 
needed basis from project to pro- 
ject. You will need access to infor- 
mation bases that you didn’t even 
know existed. You must integrate 
with other companies and seek to 
participate in markets around the 
world. 

We are all headed into new, un- 
chartered areas of the business 
world. It will be exciting—and 
dangerous. I wish you good luck, 
good games, and big profits. J 
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2 olitical posturing can be 
hazardous to the health of 
video gaming efforts. Case in point: 
Wisconsin, where Republicans 
and Democrats have waged a ver- 
bal war at the state capital and in 
the press over gambling. No 
political party wants the incum- 
bent governor of the opposite par- 
ty to look good; better to fight his 
every move and place your party in 
the best light for the next election 
and a chance to regain power in 
the state. 

Sure, schedule a public hearing 
for a few hours, giving politicos 
most of the allotted time to speak. 
The average citizen comes last. 
Said one coin machine operator, 
“(Gov.) Thompson wanted to bring 
gambling above board, make it 
clean, and solve the revenue pro- 
blem. The Democrats and Repubili- 
cans are playing back and forth 
while everyone in the state loses. 
There are too many people who 
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can benefit from video gaming—it’s 
a shame to see it disappear. It all 
has to do with party politics, not 
the merits of any law.” 

The results of public hearings in 
Oregon last year fared no better. 
The purpose was to determine feel- 
ings on the Oregon Lottery’s pro- 
posed state-run video lottery pro- 
gram. Overwhelming support for 
inclusion of the coin machine in- 
dustry apparently had no effect. A 
damning report that questioned 
the integrity of our industry, issued 
by the attorney general and super- 
intendent of police, carried more 
weight than any public opinion. 
The five-person Lottery Commis- 
sion had the final say; the vote was 
unanimous for a_ state-run 
program. 

Were the seven hearings in 
Oregon conducted to placate op- 
ponents of a state-run program 
with the full intent to dismiss all fin- 
dings? A total of 276 people and 15 


legislators testified against a state- 
run program; only five people and 
one legislator backed a state-run 
scenario. An observer is left to 
ponder a system that outwardly 
asks for input and then proceeds 
with an apparently pre-determined 
plan of action. 

Can we learn from history, or are 
we doomed? As George Santayana 
said: “Those who cannot remem- 
ber the past are condemned to 
repeat it.” 

Our industry’s video gaming ef.- 
forts must learn from every 
mistake and rebuke. Chief among 
our challenges are internal har- 
mony within the ranks of our 
organizations, and a concerted ef.- 
fort to educate legislators about 
our industry. 

Abraham Lincoln, another most 
quotable gentleman, wrote in a let- 
ter to Major General Joseph 
Hooker in January 1863: ‘Beware 
of rashness, but with energy and 
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sleepless vigilance go forward and 
give us victories.” This could well 
be the credo of our industry in 
regard to video gaming. 

Although significant victories 
have eluded us thus far in 1992, 
several states are continuing to 
gain momentum. Those who met 
with strong opposition, enough to 
derail this year’s attempts, vow a 
renewed drive next year. Keep in 
mind that this is an election year 
and legislators are likely to avoid 
controversial issues. Prediction: 
look to 1993 for more serious pro- 
gress in video gaming matters, 
unless we are all pleasantly 
surprised. 

Also beware of unpleasant sur- 
prises, such as state-run or sole- 
source proposals surfacing as 
more and more states look to 
bolster their sagging economies. 
Lotteries, which have suffered in 
the recession with the rest of us, 
are on the defensive when their 


bottom lines are scrutinized. 

Idaho lottery director Wally 
Hedrick, who vehemently opposed 
a video lottery bill, also mentioned 
that the state could make more 
money on the system by cutting 
out the middlemen and having the 
Lottery Commission distribute 
machines directly. The mere 
thought makes the coin machine 
community shudder. 

Following are the current stan- 
dings in anumber of states. Check 
the “News” for any late-breaking 
developments and updates in 
some other states. 


NEW JERSEY 


Sen. Thomas Foy (D), sponsor of 
Senate Bill 3268, lost his Senate 
seat in the 1991 elections. The video 
lottery bill is alive and well this 
year in spite of this loss. It was 
recently re-introduced to the 
Legislature with backing by new 





sponsors Sen. John Matheuson (R) 
and Assemblyman Garabed Hay- 
taian (R), who is also Assembly 
Speaker. 

Dennis Reilly, attorney and lob- 
byist for the Amusement and 
Music Operators Association of 
New Jersey, is optimistic: “Basical- 
ly we’re in fairly good shape, due to 
the positive comments from both 
the governor’s office and the lot- 
tery commission. The odds are 
very good for passage by the end of 
the summer.” New Jersey's Legis- 
lature meets all 12 months. 

The major tenets of the video lot- 
tery bill remain the same. Provi- 
sions call for substantial manufac- 
turer, distributor, and operator 
license fees; a graduated split of 
the net proceeds among the state, 
coin machine operators, and loca- 
tions; a limit of six machines per 
location; and game placement 
restricted to age-controlled liquor- 
licensed establishments. 
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MISSOURI 


A coalition of the Missouri 
Amusement Machine Operators, 
the beer wholesaler’s association, 
the restaurant association, and the 
education community are backing 
a legislative bill that would put 
video lottery on the ballot come 
November. 

All of the monies derived from 
video lottery would go to higher 
education. The measure passed 
both the House and Senate by slim 
margins and awaits discussion on 
the Senate floor; opposition has 
been minimal. 

According to Jerry Nissenbaum 
of Wonder Novelty Co. in St. Louis, 
and president of MAMO, “We’ve 
come a long way for a first year ef.- 
fort.” He attributes the success 
thus far to a formidable lobbying 
team and operator support. 

“Credit has to go to operators 
throughout the state,” he said. 
“They’ve been extremely cooper- 
ative. Our grass-roots campaign is 
ongoing. There’s been an excellent 
response from operators state- 
wide. One of our long suits is the 
cooperative nature of the oper- 
ators. They have been financially 
helpful and very giving of their 
time. Manufacturers have con- 
tributed to our effort and the 
taverns have assisted in the grass- 
roots campaign.” 

Missouri's bill is totally operator- 
oriented. These are the basics: 

1. The state to receive 25 percent 
of the net proceeds the first five 
years, escalating to 35 percent 
after five years. 

2. No entity can have more than 
one license (manufacturer, 
distributor, operator, location). 

3. A single operator cannot 
operate over 10 percent of the total 
number of machines in the state. 

4. Operators must be Missouri 
residents, unless there’s proof of 
doing business in the state as an 
operator for two years prior to the 
effective date. 
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5. Terminals located only in age- 
controlled establishments with a 
license to sell liquor for on-site 
consumption. 

6. Maximum bet $2: maximum 
prize $500. 

7. Limit of five terminals per 
location. 

8. Location contracts must be in 
effect. 

Gov. Ashcroft, who is in his last 
term, does not favor any new forms 
of gambling. Jim Scroggins, the 
new lottery director, is also oppos- 
ed. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


Representatives of the Massa- 
chusetts Gaming Association ap- 
peared at a Government Relations 
Committee hearing on April 8 
regarding proposed legislation 
(House Bill 2992) to legalize video 
poker machines. The bill was in- 
troduced by Rep. Michael Walsh 
(D) and Sen. Thomas Norton (D). 

Said Jack Kerner of Melo-Tone 
Vending, and president of MGA: 
“MGA is in favor of the concept of 
the bill, which is generic in nature. 
We went primarily to tell the state 
we are in favor of legalizing video 
poker. Everyone who spoke at the 
hearing strongly recommended 
that the state should work with the 
private sector.”

Speakers included Scott Hen- 
neman of Infinational, formerly 
director of operations for the South 
Dakota Lottery; James Maida of 
Gaming Laboratories Interna- 
tional; and Bob Babcock of Video 
Lottery Consultants. 

Henneman discussed the capital 
investment required for equip- 





ment, the in-place service person- 
nel and vehicles that the private 
sector has in place to service the 
legal gaming market, and the 
employment opportunities gene- 
rated by legalized video gaming. 
Maida demonstrated a game (sup- 
plied by International Game Tech- 
nology) and explained all the 
security features. Babcock covered 
telephone line connections, equip- 
ment cost, technical support ser- 
vices, operator involvement, and 
revenue to the state. Arrange- 
ments were made to have the game 
in a demonstration mode to show 
legislators how typical machines 
work and look. 

The hearing was also the occa- 
sion to present findings of a study 
conducted by the Beacon Hill In- 
stitute, a division of Suffolk Univer- 
sity. Larry Overlan submitted the 
report, which detailed the impact 
of legalized video gaming in 
Massachusetts. Among the re- 
sults: an estimated 5,000 jobs 
minimum, and nearly $300 million 
flowing to the state with no out-of. 
pocket expense after a program is 
up-and-running for a year. 


oN yay 


The legislative session was 
scheduled to adjourn April 21 but 
budget problems dictated a longer 
stay. House Bill 568, the proposed 
video lottery legislation, has not 
gained approval. Another bill is on 
the table, one limiting the power of 
the Iowa Lottery. Memory jogger: a 
grass-roots effort here quelled a 
proposed “video lottery test”’ 
without coin machine operators, 
which was engineered by the Iowa 
Lottery in 1991. 

Attempts to work with the Iowa 
Lottery were not successful: video 
lottery proponents feel they have 
no choice but to back the new bill. 
“The bill will remove from the Iowa 
Code the authority of the Lottery 
Commission to do anything with 
VLTs,” said Dick Thornton, at- 
torney for the Iowa Operators of

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The money from such games needs 
to be replowed into local com- 
munities. The state should not be in 
the business when private enter- 
prise can do the job. We don't want 
to see Iowa businessmen hurt.” 


A mid-March hearing on House 
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Bill 776 brought out a number of 
opponents to video lottery there. 
Included in that number were the 
group calling itself Citizens 
Against Slots, the horse racing 
commission, and the lottery com- 
mission. The House State Affairs 
Committee took a voice vote and 
effectively stopped the measure. 

Kevin Mahler of Western Music, 
and president of the Amusement 
and Music Operators of Idaho, is 
not down-and-out. “We felt confi- 
dent we could make it this year. 
Although it didn’t happen, we still 
feel we’ve made progress. It’s an 
election year and that always 
plays a big part. A lot of legislators 
were nervous about publicly sup- 
porting video lottery.” 

Lottery director Wally Hedrick is 
opposed to the idea. He was quoted 
in the local press: “I don’t buy it 
and nobody else should buy it. This 
is not alottery. This is not what the 
people voted on (in 1988) and it’s 
not what we were hired to run. It’s 
just a bad idea.” 

Gov. Cecil Andrus has not 
declared himself on the issue and 
the bar and restaurant association 
has not taken a stand. Despite all 
this, Mahler says AMOI is “‘com- 
mitted to this wholeheartedly. We 
haven't given up. Members recent- 
ly attended a reorganization 
meeting; we plan to pursue it in 
93.” 

The state’s budget will be short 
this year; lottery sales are down 22 
percent. Half of the lottery pro- 
ceeds go to education and half go 
to the permanent building fund. 

Stated Mahler: “This is the only 
bill that didn’t create a govern- 
ment entity or raise taxes. From a 
business standpoint I have a hard 
time understanding the lottery 
director. If my sales were down I'd 
be looking to increase profits or off- 
set losses.”’ 

AMOI continues to promote a 
greater understanding of the coin 
machine industry; chief among its 
activities is an annual legislative 
reception in January.

hile other manufacturers 
have been pursuing licensed 
properties with a vengeance, 
Premier Technology has been con- 
tent to sit back and wait for just the 
right one. They think they’ve found 
it with their latest pin, Super Mario 
Bros., which began delivery in 
mid-May. 

But why wait so long and let 
Williams, Bally/Midway, and 
Data East scoop up all the hot 
titles? And why Nintendo’s Mario 
instead of a blockbuster movie or 
TV show? 

“We've been talking about licen- 
sing for a while, but the company 
has been kind of split on the idea,” 
said Premier general manager 
Mike Vrettos. “I personally have 
nothing against a license as long 
as it’s a good one. But a lot of 
operators have said that when you 
license a movie, the game ends up 
being a six-month wonder. A pin- 
ball machine is not viewed the 
same way as a video game. Oper- 
ators expect it to earn for the next 
three to five years. 

“So we decided to look for 
licenses that didn’t have a time ele- 
ment, something that wouldn't 
suddenly lose its popularity. It also 
had to be recognizable and have a 
good track record. The Mario 
character fits these requirements. 
Some people said to us, ‘Were 
afraid you’ve got another Turtles.’ 
But when you look at the demo- 
graphics, you see that Mario spans 
all age groups. It’s one of the top 
five recognizable characters in the 
world, up there with Mickey 
Mouse and Donald Duck. So all

things considered, this makes a lot 
of sense for Premier.”’ 

To depend solely on the license to 
sell a game, Vrettos says, is a big 
mistake. 

‘Bottom line, you’ve got to make 
a good pinball machine, whether 
there’s a license involved or not,” 
he said. “The license is simply there 
to help it along. If you’re lucky and 
hit something that’s really hot, 
you'll have a barnburner on your 
hands. But I don’t like to gamble 
that way.” 

So is Super Mario Bros. a good 
machine, the licensed theme not- 
withstanding? It certainly is, says 
designer Jon Norris, who explain- 
ed some of the features. 

“We took one of the features 
from the video game and made it 
into a pinball feature, which is 
becoming Super Mario,” he said. 
‘“‘Being Super Mario gives you 
things that you can’t get as normal 
Mario. When you complete the 
feature that changes you into 
Super Mario, it changes the rules 
in the game to make the opportuni- 
ty for scoring points greater. 

“For example, normal Mario gets 
two-ball multiball; Super Mario 
gets three-ball multiball. And if you 
go into one of the six feature modes 
during normal Mario, you get nor- 
mal scoring; during Super Mario 
the awards are greater. The Mega- 
Bumpers, say, are a million points 
when lit if you’re normal Mario 
and two million if you’re Super 
Mario.” 

Super Mario Bros. also marks 
Premier’s initial use of the dot- 
matrix display. “The game's video 
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mode should attract some of the 
video game players,” Norris said. 
“If they’ve played the Super Mario 
Bros. video, they should already 
know what to do. Basically, you 
have to run through an obstacle 
course from one end of a scrolling 
screen to the other. If you get to the 
end you get a point award.” 

The game’s key mechanical gim- 
mick is a playfield castle. “One of 
the main objectives is to destroy 
castles; when you get to castle 
seven you rescue the princess,” 
Norris said. ‘““The castle shot is 
responsible for five of the game’s 
main features: destroying the cas- 
tle, jackpot, extra ball, a special, 
and video mode.” 

The pin also features ramps and 
assorted “secrets” for the player to 
discover. “In the video game the 
player must explore and uncover 
certain secrets, and we’ve incor- 
porated several of them into the

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pinball,” Norris said. ‘““A dedicated 
player who stays on the game will 
start discovering them. You don’t 
have to know the secrets to do well; 
they just make the game more in- 
teresting.” 


Was it easier to design a game 
that already had a licensed theme? 
Yes and no, Norris says. 

“On one hand, a lot of the stuff 
was already provided by Nintendo, 
like the characters and the sound 
used on the video game,” he said. 
“That cut down on development 


time, for instance. But we spent 
more time on the game in other 
areas, so it pretty much evened 
out.” 

Vrettos says Premier will likely 
continue its licensing activity—but 
not exclusively. He fears too much 
reliance on licensing dulls a 
designer’s creative edge. 

‘‘(President) Gil (Pollock) has 
some other ideas for licensing and 
has approached various com- 
panies with them,” Vrettos con- 
cluded. “But I’d like to see us do a 
couple of normal games a year, 
because I think you need to keep 
the creative juices flowing. I’m 
afraid of letting designers fall back 
on the attitude of, ‘We'll go license 
something; that’ll tell us what we 
need to do.’ You’ve got to stay 
creative in this industry. That’s 
what it’s all about. We’re here to 
entertain people, and in order to do 
that you have to be creative.” O

The Valley Na- 
tional Eight-Ball Association and 
the Busch League are organized 
league systems employed by 
operators. They offer national and 
international championships 
designed to take the league 
players from their local bars to ex- 
otic environments like Las Vegas. 

Operators are finding ways to 
enhance their league programs by 
offering promotional activities for 
their players.

vices in the Roaring Fork Valley 
that runs from Aspen to Glen- 
wood Springs, Colo., has been 
working with international pool 
cue manufacturer Huebler In- 
dustries to implement the 
strategy. Huebler is a seasoned 
promoter of local events featuring 
touring pros to stimulate interest 
in pocket billiards and equipment 
sales. The pro-exhibition idea is 
simple enough—get a pro to visit 
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your locations and allow the local 
players to challenge that pro. 

We talked with Bauldridge and 
Huebler’s Dave Depker to deter- 
mine the pros and cons of having 
a pro exhibition. We also asked 
them to recommend strategies to 
successfully utilize such promo- 
tional events. Bauldridge admits 
he was hesitant at first as he 
pondered the costs and feasibility 
since, as he puts it, his route and 
league program are rather small. 
But with Depker’s help in securing 
Nikki Benish, a 19-year-old, 11th- 
ranked lady on the WPBA Pro 
Tour, Bauldridge can’t sing the 
praises of this type of promotion 
enough. 

The professional billiard tour 
often operates in obscurity, since 
local newspapers seldom cover 
regular tour events. Professional 
players are often classed in ‘‘the 


pool hustler image” and few of the 
professionals are household 
names, even among avid amateur 
players. So why would operators 
want to use these players for local 
promotions? 


players an incentive to improve 
their own skills through regular 
practice. Practice on a coin-op 
table is far more profitable than 
organized play since it requires

Bauldridge said that one of his 
goals was to show local players, 
both seasoned and beginners, that 
playing pool is more than simply 
a way to pass the time while hav- 
ing a drink. “Local players love 
the challenge of playing to the 
limits of their skills. Having a pro 
player demonstrate professional 
skill levels on the same tables the 
players use weekly gives the 


plained Bauldridge. 

Depker added, “Over 37 million 
Americans play pool, most with 
equipment available in local 
establishments. There is enor- 
mous potential here for equip- 
ment manufacturers. Once the 
casual player is exposed to the 
professional level of play, there’s 
a natural desire to improve, which

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short-term desire to buy their own 
equipment.” 

Bauldridge says that players 
want quality equipment and if 
they don’t have it, it is the 
operator's fault. “People who bowl 
can buy equipment right where 
they bowl. We should offer the 
Same opportunity to our pool 
players,” he said. 

An added advantage in having 
a pro exhibition is attracting new 
players that perhaps would not be 
found otherwise. But, of course, 
operators need to know the 
economics of bringing a profes- 
sional player in for a local exhibi- 
tion. Weighing the cost against 
the benefits and advantages is en- 
couraging. The touring pros are 
available for a set fee, plus ex- 
penses (meals, lodging, travel). 
While this fee can be as high as 
$1,000 per day, younger, lesser- 
known players concerned with 
getting more exposure will per- 
form for a fraction of that fee. 


Likewise, a tie-in with Pro Tour 
sponsors may also make a touring 
pro available for a reduced fee. 
“Scheduling your local event in 
close proximity to a tour event or 
working with operators in adja- 
cent areas can reduce expenses 
dramatically,’ Depker said. 

Bauldridge added that the local 
operator should expect to spend 
up to 50 percent of the total ex- 
pense in promotional activities. 
“Even if you have signed the best- 
known player in the world, you 
still need to tell your players, 
other players, and the communi- 
ty that he will be in town, where 
and when the event will take 
place, the event format, and the 
admission fee,” he said. 

An operator may be able to 
work some trade-outs with local 
merchants. For example, if you 
have opted to hold the event in a 
local hotel, the management may 
throw in the lodging for the pro. 
Local restaurants and even pool 
table locations may participate in 
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Bruce Bauldridge (I) and Dave Depker introduce Nikki

the promotion by providing free 
meals or sharing in the travel fee. 
Bauldridge added that if the pro 
will be visiting more than one 
location, each one should be en- 
couraged to donate prizes to the 
local players who fare well 
against the pro. Also, the locations 
are responsible for selling tickets, 
which Bauldridge said shouldn’t 
be more than $5. For that money, 
there is one chance to challenge 
the pro, or to redeem for drinks, 
etc. The player perceives a value 
for his money, but it’s very low- 
cost to the location, especially 
when you consider that these peo- 
ple are potential customers.

The tickets can also be used for 
drawings for door prizes, and 
those who don’t win a prize can 
use the ticket for a “pool school”’ 
done by the pro. 

Once an operator has decided to 
sponsor a promotion, the next 
step is to select a location for the 
event. There are two considera- 


tions here: taking the pro to as 
many locations as is feasible or 
using a central location like a 
hotel, which offers some unique 
benefits. 

Scheduling can be easier in a 
central location and it brings 
together a larger group of players 
under one roof. A large crowd 
adds excitement and energy to the 
event. It is also much less com- 
plicated to schedule breaks and 
meet the needs of the pro. And, a 
major expense—lodging and 
meals for the pro—will often be ab- 
sorbed by the hotel where the 
event is taking place. 


Depker said that visiting your 
own locations rewards them for 
their efforts. Never forget that 
these locations are the lifeline of 
your business. “The trick is 
developing a schedule you can 
stick with,” explained Depker. 
“Obviously, leaving a location 
with 20 players lined up to 
challenge the pro or having 30 or 
40 people waiting over an hour for 
the pro to appear can both be 
counterproductive. Even the best 
planned schedule can have weird 
results.” 

He continued, “For instance, 
what do you do when the biggest 
audience shows up at the place 
you least expected it? In situations 
like this, a pro who is flexible and 
your own greatest organizing 
abilities are a real asset.” 

Bauldridge and Depker caution 
operators planning to visit several 
locations with the pro to allow for 
sufficient time—even several 
days—so that you plan to spend 
excess time at each place. Talking 
to potential players is time 
well-spent. 

How do you now decide which 
pro to have? Bauldridge said, 
“Since you have to promote the 
event, regardless of which pro you 
use, your focus should be on 
which will provide the best show. 
As a general rule, I favor members 
of the Women’s Tour. As an 
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operator, my experience tells me 
that a good woman player in one 
of my leagues will attract other 
women players, and women 
players attract more men players. 
Likewise, the women pros play a 
game that more closely resembles 
the games played by my local 
players. Also, the women pros 
come with an image that is more 
likely to attract a family au- 
dience.”’ 


Depker added, “I agree with 
Bruce. Some practical considera- 
tions also come into play. First, 
the Women’s Tour has about half 
as many events as the men’s. 
Thus, you have an easier time get- 
ting a woman pro to meet your 
best scheduling time. Second, a 
greater percentage of male 
players own their own equipment. 
If you are selling pool cues, the 
ideal pro is a woman who is using 
equipment similar to what you 
want to sell. Finally, it’s easier to 
control the schedule of the woman 
pro while in your area.” 


All right, you’re sold on the idea 
and want to call a pro right now 
but aren’t sure how to go about it. 
One way is to contact your billiard 
supplier and ask him to take your 
request to the manufacturer he 
deals with. That manufacturer 
will have arrangements with tour- 
ing pros for just such requests. 
You can also get help from the 
Professional Billiard Tour 
Association or the Women’s 
Billiard Tour Association (ad- 
dresses at end of article). 


OK, you’ve decided to sponsor 
the event, you know where to 
have it, you’ve made contact with 
a pro, what’s next? Now you need 
to determine which events will 
work best. Depker feels that the 
core of any event should be 
challenge matches. A local player 
plays one game (either 8- or 9-ball) 
against the pro. Up to 40 such 
games easily can be scheduled 
within two to two-and-a-half 
hours. These matches enable the 


local players and spectators to see 
the real difference in the skill level 
required to play the pro tour. 

The matches between the pro 
and locals are also entertaining. 
The crowd will be fascinated by 
how well someone they play with 
week after week stacks up against 
the pro. They can try to predict 
who will fare best against the pro. 
Said Depker, “I have seen very 
skilled players have the table run 
against them and beginners get 
hot and put severe pressure on 
the pro. Where everyone has a 
chance to win, you have reached 
great heights.” 

Bauldridge agrees that 
challenge matches are the way to 
go. He also points out that local 
players having the opportunity to 
meet the pro in one-on-one situa- 
tions reinforces the impact of the 
event. He said, “Watching great 
pool is memorable, but feeling like 


you have established a personal 
relationship with the pro is indeli- 
ble and will allow the event to be 
relived many times over. I can't 
overestimate the effectiveness of 
this aspect.” 

Another consideration is having 
individual and group instruction 
to attract beginners to become 
regular players in organized com- 
petition. After all, the goal here is 
to add players to your leagues, 
and what better ones to attract 
than ones coming to your event? 
Don’t let them leave without en- 
couraging them to become a 
regular. (1

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When talking about 
league programs, it 
seems much simpler to 
list the benefits to the 
location and operator 
than to a distributor. But 
Lou Larson of Atlas 
Distributors in Pitt- 
sburgh knows that there 
are benefits to 
distributors and he 
shared his ideas with 
us. 
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Lou Larson 


| t's always fascinating to hear 
how people got into this busi- 
ness, and Lou has an interesting 
story. He had planned to play pro- 
fessional baseball and was good 
enough to have two tryouts with 
the Pittsburgh Pirates. But it 
wasn't to be, so he went into the 
painting business with his brother. 

In the meantime, Lou married 
Sandy Queck, whose brother Son- 
ny was in the coin machine 
business. During the winter it was 
nearly impossible to make a decent 
living at painting houses with the 
treacherous weather, so the boys 
looked for part-time work to tide 
them over. 

Sandy’s brother hired Lou as a 
warehouse truck driver at Banner 
Distributing. Lou either fell in love 
with the industry or really hated 
painting, but he never left the 
business. He stayed at the com- 
pany when Bally bought it and 
took a position at Atlas when Bally 
Closed all of their distribution of.- 
fices. Lou is the assistant manager, 
working closely with manager Jim 
Wittler. 


How did you get involved in dart 
leagues? 

We started the dart league con- 
cept in 1982 when I was with Ban- 
ner. We went to the original 
Arachnid meetings, where they 
taught you how to run leagues. 
About this time a customer asked 
me how he could separate himself 
from his competitors, since he

knew he could provide locations 
with the same equipment and the 
same service. He wanted to offer 
more—something special. This 
league concept seemed to be the 
answer. 

He bought his first 10 dart boards 
and now has over 500 out there. His 
name is Lou Manolios with P.N.L. 
Vending. With his wife Nancy and 
partner Pete he runs an organiza- 
tion called WPEA (Western Penn- 
sylvania Electronic Dart Associa- 
tion). 


You once said it takes five people 
to make dart leagues successful. 
Can you explain? 

The manufacturer, distributor, 
operator, location, and team cap- 
tain must work together. Ten years 
ago, we took the information we 
learned, passed it on to operators, 
and expected them to go out and 
do it. It failed because we didn’t 
know how to support them. 

Then about three years ago we 
started developing anew program 
based on what we were seeing in 
the field. Basically, we talked 
Arachnid into supplying us witha 
factory representative (we call it 
Manpower) to spend time with an 
operator to orientate him with the 
program —signing players, learn- 
ing the paperwork, etc. He’ll spend 
about three or four weeks with the 
operator. 

Once the factory guy leaves, we 
offer whatever support the 
operator might need. 


— 


How do you present this concept 
to your customers? 

We begin by telling him how it 
will benefit him as an operator. 
Number one is that leagues help 
operators regain control over bar 
owners. Bar owners have so many 
vendors to choose from. There is 
nothing much that separates 
operators. So the bar owner has a 
dilemma and not much loyalty. 
The operator with leagues can now 
control his destiny with that loca- 
tion because he’s doing something 
to benefit the location. He's bring- 
ing the location more business. 
When the operator brings in 
business, he has acontrol he never 
had before. Now a bar owner isn't 
so quick to consider another 
operator. 

What things do you go over in 
your presentation? 

I call our 1992 operating business

plan ‘“‘How to Do Business in 
Tough Economic Times.” Then we 
list a few problems: we can’t con- 
trol our competition, we can't con- 
trol our locations, we can’t get 
MTV offthe bar TVs, locations are 
buying their own equipment, we 
find it hard to get better commis- 
sion splits and pricing per play, 
and our return on equipment in- 
vestments leave a lot to be desired. 


Then we talk about the solution 
to all of the above—plastic tip dart 
leagues. After explaining how dart 
leagues can solve problems we 
listed above, I go over the program 
with them. The first thing out of his 
mouth is, “I don’t know how to do 
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FIRE FIGHTER 


all that.” Then he says, “I don’t 
have anyone in my organization to 
do that.” But we explain that we 
don’t expect them to know how; 
that’s what we’re there for. 

Do you run leagues yourself? 

We only assist operators. I think 
we've created a whole new sub- 
culture of players right out of the 
bars. These are your usual Friday 
and Saturday night patrons. They 


are hungry for an activity. During 
the three or four week training 
period we show the operator how 
easy it is to sign up players. We ac- 
tually get people off the bar stools 
that have never even shot darts 
before and show them how fun it is. 
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They learn how to shoot and then 
join the league. | 

Can you really find enough peo- 
ple for leagues that way? 

Undoubtedly. In fact, we usually 
have more people interested than 
the bar is capable of sponsoring. 
We'll normally book one or two 
teams from one bar. Many of the 
players are 25-40 and have seen 
their better days as far as any 
athletic activity. They’re either 
married or engaged with families 
and responsibilities. They know 
they won't be playing pro ball, but 
they want to compete in 
something. 

It’s similar to a bowling league, 
except bowling leagues run much 
longer. Often people don’t want to 
commit to that much time. Werun 
very short dart leagues, requiring 
a commitment of only 10 to 15 
weeks. They’re in, they’re out, and 
they had a great time. 

Then we have a league-ending 
banquet with prize money and pat- 
ches. More times than not the 
players sign up for the very next 
league; they don’t want a break. 
When I say subculture, it’s like 
they were waiting for us to pull 
them off their bar stools and get 
them involved. 

Which nights are best? 

The trick here goes along with 
the control factor. You don’t want 
torun a league on Friday or Satur- 
day because the customers are 
already there. You pick a slow 


night in the middle of the week. 
Now they come in on Tuesday, 
bring their girlfriends or wives, and 
spend money on drinks, sand- 
wiches, and chips. 

How many operators do you 
work with on the league program? 

We work with about 25 vending 
companies in western Penn- 
sylvania. The fewest number of 
teams any company has is about 
15. We just got finished doing a 
banquet for Hartman Music in Pitt- 
sburgh and there were 145 league 
shooters there. 


group and run a banquet. We are 
sales people; we're used to organiz- 
ing things and making presenta- 
tions in front of people. 

Do you do this with every 
operator you work with? 

There are some that have been 
doing it so long they don’t really 
need our help with the banquet 
anymore. P.N.L. Vending is a good 
example. He has a host of 
employees that are experts at run- 
ning the leagues and organizing 
the banquets. 

Do some of the operators you

Does each operator hold his own 
banquet? 

Yes, it’s paid for out of the league 
dues. It is nothing more than a 
spread of food with an open bar for 
a few hours. It can be held just 
about anywhere and can be 
elaborate or casual. 

Atlas loans the operator about 10 
dart boards for that night and we 
actually emcee the dart banquet. 
We provide a luck of the draw tour- 
nament, which we involve our- 
selves with by announcing and 
running, and handing out all prize 
money and patches. We take the 
pressure off the operator who is not 
usually a public speaker and 
doesn't like to get up in front of a 
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work with on these local leagues 
also participate in the NDA (Na- 
tional Dart Association)? 

We've found that about 90 per- 
cent of the dart players are content 
to play in their local bars. There are 
those who get proficient and need 
more competition. But you don’t 
want them in your league anyway, 
because they will consistently win 
all the prizes. 


The manufacturer and distri- 
butor must create about six dif.- 
ferent tournaments statewide and 
regionally for these expert players 
to compete. They'll go back to the 
bar after a state tournament and 
talk about what a great time it was. 
Our best collections on dart games 
are usually before and after the 
tournaments. 

At the last state tournament we 
had over 1,700 entries over a three- 
day period. We paid out over 
$13,000 in prize money. That’s the 
support from distribution and 
manufacturing. 

It never gets old. We have 
players from 21 up to 70. There’s a 
lady named Mary who must be 
about 70. She’s not a good dart 
player but she loves the participa- 
tion. It’s the subculture I was talk- 
ing about. She’s obviously retired, 
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goes into the bar to have a beer, 
and found an activity she likes. 
Everyone loves her and she loves 
everyone back. 

Do you get involved with pool 
leagues as well? 

I perceive a difference between 
the two. People can be intimidated 
if they can’t shoot pool. People 
don't like rejection. They like to 
participate and feel like they ac- 
complished something. That’s 
human nature. 

With darts, if you can throw as 
far as the board, you can par- 
ticipate. For example, in the game 
301,” which counts backwards 
from 301 to 0, every time you hit 
that board you are contributing to 
the outcome. In pool, if you shoot a 
ball and it doesn’t goin a hole, your 
team doesn’t benefit. If you aren’t 
proficient, you feel the rejection 
and you feel that you are not in the 
same league as far as playing. 

Pool leagues are a different 
animal, and that’s good. There are 
a lot of pool tables and good pool 
shooters. It’s good for the 
operators. What isn’t good for 
operators is bars running their 
own leagues. If the operator 
doesn't run the leagues, the bar 
doesn’t need his pool table in there. 

Do your operators also run pool 
leagues? 

Absolutely. David Warner, the 
president of NDA, has probably 
one of the most successful pool 
league companies in the country. 
He runs the Valley National Eight- 
Ball Association league (VNEA). 
He is in control. Pool leagues are 
great as long as they arerun by the 
operator. What I’m speaking of are 
the pool leagues out there that 
aren't controlled by operators. 

Have you ever convinced an 
operator to go with the dart pro- 
gram and it didn’t work out? 

Never in the last four years. We 
have taken any objections and pro- 
blems and learned from mistakes 
— how to correct and look out for 
them. 
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How about someone who was 
very hesitant, but can’t thank you 
enough for convincing him? 

All of them! We started a guy in 
West Virginia, who was very reluc- 
tant because my criteria for sen- 
ding a factory rep to train an 
operator is the purchase of 12 
games. About four weeks after his 
leagues began, he had already 
ordered another 32! We just dida 
bar owners meeting in anew area 
he is opening up in West Virginia. 
He can't believe it. 


slow night. How can he lose? He 
can't lose. 

It’s probably because they think 
it’s too good to be true. We've all 
been conditioned to believe that if 
something sounds too good, there 
must be a catch. 

But there’s no hustle to this. It’s 
all hard work and everyone mak- 
ing money. By the second 15-week 
league the bar owners who didn’t 
sign up are wanting to join. They 
want people in their bars on those 
slow nights.

Although no one has taken us up 
on it, we offer a 90-day money-back 
guarantee. If the program does not 
work out, we will take back the 
games and give him his money 
back—no questions asked. We will 
even conduct the bar owners 
meetings for the operator. 

Explain the bar owners 
meetings. 

When we convince a customer to 
try the program, the first thing we 
tell him to do is to invite about 30 
bar owners to the local Holiday 
Inn. They are not to tell them 
anything more than they will hear 
about a business proposition that 
will make them money. They all 
show up, naturally, because “make 
you money’ are the buzz words. 

We convince about 50 percent of 
them to sign up. The very next day 
we are in their bars signing up 
players. 

It sounds like the bar owner has 
absolutely nothing to lose. 

He has the most to gain and the 
least responsibility. He only has to 
sign up players, which we help do, 
and pay a $40 sponsorship fee per 
team, which goes to the operator 
for administering the league. The 
bar has no other investment. The 
operator is telling him that he 
will bring people into his bar on a 


You mentioned that gray area 
games are a worry to distributors. 
How do dart leagues ease your 
worries? 

If pokers go down tomorrow, will 
operators depending on that in- 
come be able to pay me the money 
he owes? I don’t worry about 
operators involved in leagues. If 
pokers went down, they would still 
be running a viable business. I 
have less and less worries with 
operators running leagues. I don’t 
have a fear of selling them four 
jukeboxes, which in this day and 
age is near $20,000. 

Here’s something else to con- 
sider. Once you establish dart 
leagues, you’ve made your initial 
investment. You can then start 
another league on a second night 
and not have to make another in- 
vestment in equipment. In Pitt- 
sburgh, we run four nights a week. 

How big does an operator have to 
be to run dart leagues? 

The profitability is based on 
some sort of volume. You certainly 
will not get rich if you have six loca- 
tions. But there’s value besides 
money. If you are in six locations 
doing other things to make money, 
why not do something—even on 
small scale—with darts, because 
you know that will be a long-term 
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piece of equipment. 

If you buy six video games, plug 
them in, and go every week to col- 
lect, in 120 days those videos that 
made $100 a week will be down to 
$20 because of popularity. But five 
years from now these dart games 
can still be earning the same type 
of money if you run leagues. 

I’m not knocking videos, because 
they have their place, but in com- 
parison to dart games for a small 
operator there is a much better 
return on his investment. 

What are some other advan- 
tages for operators? 

Locations seem to be less reluc- 
tant to give operators a hard time 
about things like pricing on 
jukeboxes. The bar owner is so 
satisfied with the money he’s tak- 
ing in because of leagues that he is 
more willing to listen to the 
operator over other things. The 
operator has already established 
himself as someone who has done 
something positive for that 
location. 

There are a lot of bars that are on 
the edge of going out of business. 
I'd be willing to bet that many of 
them could be saved with the extra 
money they would make through 
leagues. 


It sounds like you work hard at 
this. What are the benefits to you? 

The same scenario I just gave 
you between bar owner and 
operator applies to my relation- 
ship with the operator. For years 
distribution has been known as 
order-takers. The manufacturer 
makes a hot product and we pick 
up the phone and ask, “How many 
do you want?” I’ve never agreed 
with that. I’ve always said, “You 
give me something to sell and 
something to benefit my oper- 
ators.” That’s a salesman, so- 
meone who actually goes out and 
tries to find ways to make the 
operator’s business better. 

In the long run, I also benefit 
when he buys more equipment. 
We need to earn their business by 


presenting something that 
separates us from our competitors 
as much as we're telling our 
operators to do. 

I’ve had operators call for the 
latest hot video and I get them to 
talk about dart leagues. I know 
that if I can get him to sign up for 
dart leagues, he will gain control of 
his locations. Then I know that he 
will be around to buy not only that 
hot video, but maybe a new 
jukebox or pinball. 

Dart leagues help distributors 
create healthy customers and bet- 
ter businessmen. This industry got 
into a rut of buying equipment, 
plugging it in, collecting the 
money, and servicing it. We don't 
put enough pre-thought into doing 
anything creative. Dart leagues 
bring creativity and marketing in- 
to our area through our customers. 

Do you have any last thoughts? 
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One thing that is important is the 
profitability in sale of goods. We 
sell operators a rack of darts, 
similar to the rack of nuts and 
chips you've seen in bars. These 
aren’t the cheap ones; they're pro- 
fessional darts, tips, flights, and 
shafts. The operator sells that to 
the bar at a profit, and in turn the 
bar owner sells it to the player. 

I’d also like to point out that the 
better the players get, the faster 
the game goes and the faster they 
have to put in more money. Pool 
tables are the same way. However, 
the better a player gets on a video 
game the longer the game lasts on 
a quarter. 

In closing, I’d just like to say that 
we are creating goodwill, introduc- 
ing a fun activity, and making our 
customers more money. Yes, it 
sounds too perfect to be true. But 
it’s true. L)

. ally...the name conjures up im- 
ages of clanging bells and 
spinning reels that entertained 
millions for decades. But during 
the ‘80s change and diversification 
eroded Bally’s reputation and posi- 
tion in the gaming marketplace. 
Now the company aims to recap- 
ture a significant segment of the 
coin-op world. 

What led up to the changes at 
Bally? Longtime president Bill 
O’Donnell had been the guiding 
light and the image of Bally—a 


veritable legend. After his depar- 
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ture in 1980, several management 
teams attempted to change the 
course of Bally’s corporate direc- 
tion. Ten years of leadership tur- 
moil took its toll financially. Sub- 
sidiary groups were sold off, in- 
cluding the original pinball 
manufacturing group in the late 
‘80s. Competitors chipped away at 
Bally’s stronghold in the slot 
machine manufacturing market. 
As it settles into the ‘90s, the com- 
pany senses a major comeback in 
the air. The starting point came 
when Arthur Goldberg succeeded 


Bob Mullane as chief executive of- 
ficer in October 1990. He brought 
casino division chief Dick Gillman 
along as corporate president. Re- 
maining subsidiaries were sold or 
restructured. And that led to the 
formation of Bally Gaming Inter- 
national Inc. 

BGII is composed of Bally Gam- 
ing in Nevada, manufacturer of 
gaming and video lottery equip- 
ment, and Bally Systems, marketer 
of on-line gaming management 
systems. The international arm of 
the company is Bally Wulff, a

gaming machines in Germany. 

Bally Gaming went public in 
November 1991, spinning off from 
Bally Mfg. in Chicago. Bally Gam- 
ing has a new 144,000-square-foot 
manufacturing facility in Las 
Vegas, Nev., and an aggressive 
management team led by new 
president Alan Maiss. 

Maiss has an extensive back- 
ground in the gaming industry. 
Prior to this post he was chief 
operating officer at Jackpot Enter- 
prises, one of the largest gaming 
route operators in Nevada. Before 
that Maiss served as president of 
Bally Gaming’s international divi- 
sion (in 1987). 

According to Gary Simpson, 
senior vice president and chief 
financial officer, Bally Mfg. owns 
60 percent of the stock of Bally 
Gaming International, along with 
its two Atlantic City casinos, two 
Nevada casinos, and 310 health 
clubs. He stresses that BGII is a 
separate public company, and the 
only common tie is that Bally Mfg. 
is the largest shareholder. 

BGII has a separate board of 
directors and a public stock 
holding of 40 percent. Of that 40 
percent held by the public, seven 
percent is owned by Bally Gaming 
officers and employees. 

This new organization was form- 
ed virtually debt-free. There is an 
agreement with Bally Mfg. for the 
free use of the name as long as the 
parent company retains a speci- 
fied level of stock. Research has in- 
dicated that consumer recognition 
of the Bally name and logo is 
strong enough for a positive effect. 

The financial goal for the next 
decade is to gather a commanding 
market share of the emerging gam- 
ing jurisdictions in North America 
and the rest of the world. As 
government’s revenue-producing 
opportunities decrease, there is a 
desire to subsidize a weak econo- 
mic base. One way to do that out- 
side of taxation, which is always

unpopular, is through gaming. 

Bally Gaming wants to be a ma- 
jor player in new, emerging gam- 
ing markets. As Maiss says, 
“Everybody here knows what has 
to be done. We’re all focused on the 
same goals. Our new management 
team is being positioned and we're 
ready for all the challenges that 
Cu.ne our way.” He is confident 
that a mix of the domestic gaming 
operation, with the strength of Bal- 
ly Wulff, and strong cash flow will 
combine to create a new begin- 
ning. 

The key to having a good work- 
ing plan in place is to inform the 
public through a constructive 
marketing and sales strategy. Tom 
Nieman, with nearly 14 years at 
Bally, was a natural choice to 
guide the company in this area. 
After a hiatus, Nieman has return- 
ed as vice president/director of 
marketing. 

Nieman worked in Bally’s 
Chicago sales department selling 
pinball games under the tutelage 
of Paul Calamari and Bob Harpl- 
ing. Although Calamari is now 
retired, Harpling, a 46-year veteran 
of the company, has hung up his 
traveling shoes and is on-site, con- 
ducting tours for distributors and 
participating in new public rela- 
tions projects as they arise. 

Nieman has the task of reviving 
Bally Gaming in the eyes of the 
public. He explains, “Consumers 
know the name Bally and expect it 
to mean quality gaming devices. 
The recognition factor is our best 
asset. In the past 30 years the com- 
pany produced a quarter of a 
million slot machines for 42 legal 
jurisdictions worldwide.” 

Everyone at Bally Gaming is ex- 
cited about the future. Maiss af- 
firms: “Bally has a history of know- 
ing how to entertain, based on its 
background as an amusement 
company. That’s where gaming in 
the United States is going...it must 
entertain. This is a marriage of Bal- 
ly’s amusement expertise with its 
gaming expertise. That’s what mid- 
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Joe Kindrew, production associate, checks a Cajun Draw 
Poker on the assembly line. 


dle America wants; not glitzy flash 
on the prairie. It’s more like enter- 
tainment with a gaming theme, 
and a chance for players to win a 
little money while they re enjoying 
themselves.”’ 


“Bally Gaming is bank- 
ing on its history of 
reliability and a long list 
of equipment that’s 
been engineered for the

Added Maiss: “The opportunities 
are there for us to tell our tale to the 
new markets: video lottery, river- 
boats, and Indian gaming com- 
pacts.” Jack Deremer, who began 
his career with Bally in 1972 as a 
technician, has been appointed na- 
tional Indian Gaming sales 
manager. He will further Bally’s ef- 
forts in that specialized market. 

In the meantime, institutional 
advertising focuses on the Bally 


image rather than the product line. 
Once the name is back in the 
public eye, noted Nieman, “we will 
not sit on the sidelines.” 

Bally Gaming is banking on its 
history of reliability and a long list 
of equipment that’s been engi- 
neered for the gaming environ- 
ment. Instead of the traditional se- 
quence of engineering telling sales 
what they have to sell, Bally Gam- 
ing will take a different approach. 

The sales department will in- 
teract with marketing and product 
development as a conduit for infor- 
mation to and from the field. It will 
report what’s hot and what’s not, 
and what trends are developing. 
This give-and-take partnership will 
provide input from customers, who 
are invited to make suggestions. 
The goal is to make the customer’s 
needs an integral ingredient in 
development. 

What about acceptance of the 
new Bally Gaming so far? Accord- 
ing to Nieman, “People who have 
dealt with Bally in the past, and 
may have been disappointed with 
recent performance, are now more 
than willing to give Bally and its 
new products a fresh chance.” He 
concludes, ‘“‘Bally’s goal is cust- 
omer service and we all know it. 
Responding to customer needs is 
the number one direction we look 
to take.” 

Nieman sees a big chunk of the 
company’s future niche to be the 
replacement market in Nevada, 
which he estimates to be from 

15,000 to 20,000 machines annually. 
In territories just opening up, there 
will be strong contenders for a 
lion’s share of the market. 

Another member of the new Bal- 
ly Gaming team is Mike Wright, 
director of distribution. Wright's 
opinion is that the timing could not 
be more opportune than now. And 
the wise move to combine all 
departments under one roof (it was 
formerly split between Las Vegas 
and Chicago) will have immediate 
benefits for manufacturing coor- 
dination. 
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He and his colleagues are not 
looking through rose-colored 
glasses. Wright admits, “We have 
to come out with a great product. 
Wecan't miss a step here because 
everyone has been promised a 
great product and we have to 
deliver. We don’t have any honey- 
moon time for dress rehearsal. The 
opening is here for us to take and 
we are determined not to skip a 
beat in the calendar year 1992.” 

Wright will maintain the time- 
honored tradition of coin-op 
distribution by establishing a net- 
work throughout the country that 
will offer local backup and support 
to operators. He envisions a surge 
in interest by jurisdictions explor- 
ing opportunities in gaming, 
especially video gaming. 

Bally Gaming supports the inclu- 
sion of local coin machine oper- 
ators in states considering video 
gaming (or video lottery) legisla-

tion. While a sole-source program 
may appear less cumbersome from 
a state’s accounting standpoint, 
Wright and the Bally management 
team pledge to do everything 


possible to make it clear that a) this 
is ashort-sighted approach, and b) 
the operating community already 
has the experience required to ef- 
fectively place equipment and 
maximize revenue. 

Wright is emphatic in repeating 
that the Bally Gaming scenario 
will be to assist education efforts 
on a legislative level and to prevent 
the onset of sole-source video gam- 
ing. Customers will appreciate the 
fact that Bally Gaming wants to 
preserve the integrity of the 
operator’s place in video gaming. 

With all this said, and restructur- 
ing completed, Bally looks ahead 
with optimism. The newest pro- 
ducts to roll down the assembly 
line at the factory are games for the 
Louisiana video poker market (set 
to kick-off July 1). Games include 
Bayou Draw Poker, Cajun Draw 
Poker, Mardi Gras Deuces Wild, 
and Maverick Joker Poker.

Keep up the good work 

First, I would like to say that we 
are very grateful for the large 
amount of good equipment we've 
had over the past year. Games like 
Street Fighter II, The Simpsons, 
Mad Dog McCree, and Ter- 
minator 2 have served us well. 
Manufacturers, keep up the good 
work. 

Now, I need to air a few gripes. 
After attending my distributor’s 
post-ACME open house, I noticed 
that some manufacturers are get- 
ting greedy. Many of the new 
games are dedicated only, and I’m 
told they will never be offered as 
kits. Particularly outstanding is 
the follow-up to arecent hit game, 
which was marketed both in 
dedicated and kit form originally. 

It’s not fair that we are forced in- 
to buying new cabinets, especially 
when I am overrun with old ones in 
very good conversion-ready condi- 
tion. I hope operators who agree 
with me will speak out about this 
to their distributors and, more im- 
portantly, to the manufacturer’s 
representatives. 

Another trend which seems to 
have resurfaced is the “copy the 
hit game” syndrome. I’m not refer- 
ring to illegal boards, but rather to 
the way many current games 
simply rehash old ones. This hap- 
pened years back right after Dou- 
ble Dragon met with success. Soon 
nearly every other manufacturer 
was marketing that game with dif- 
ferent titles. Now it’s happening 
again with Street Fighter-type 
games and even some of the big 
two-monitor driving games. 
Please, manufacturers, don't lose 
the original creative spark you 


recently had. 

Lastly, I’d like to offer a technical 
tip for those who have Mad Dog 
McCree games in the early 27- and 
33-inch cabinets. Beware of the 
small white ledge located below 
the monitor and above the front 
laser disc player access panel. 
There is a seam in the cabinet 
where the ledge meets the vertical 
black facade. Spilled liquids can 
easily flow through the seam onto 
the casing of the PCB, which has a 
lot of vent holes in it. You can 
guess the rest. I’ve found that 
boards don’t like Coca-Cola or any 
other refreshment! 

To prevent this nightmare, simp- 
ly run a bead of glue along the 
seam. For added protection, I'd at- 
tach a thin piece of molding with 
contact cement. Ten minutes of 
work can save you time and 
money later on.

Give us cocktails 

The toughest problem for us at 
the present time is that none of the 
manufacturers are producing 
games for our cocktail tables. 
When did it become so difficult to 
“flip-flop” a game?

It’s possible 

Give us 50/50! No, not the com- 
mission split—the price per play! 
Street Fighter II], Champion Edi- 
tion is the hottest game since who 
knows when. Make it 50-cent start 
and 50-cent continuation. We have 
our first one in the arcade (along 
with two Street Fighter IIs at 
50-cent start and 25-cent continua- 


tion) and The Champ is doing more 
than the other two put together. 

Operators should make The 
Champ 50/50. The players are will- 
ing to pay for a great game; 
operators need to be bold enough 
to raise the price now that they 
have the chance. A 50-cent start 
and 25-cent continuation isn’t 
good enough on this game 
because it goes non-stop and the 
players continue all day long. 

We should have done it in the 
first place with Street Fighter II. 
Don’t miss the boat now! Start 
teaching players that new games 
cost operators more, so players 
must pay more. Don’t worry about 
the “other” operator running his 
Champ at 25 cents to continue. 
He’s losing money, but that 
doesn’t mean you have to. His 
players will tie up his game for 25 
cents. The crowd will get tired of 
waiting to play his game, so they'll 
head for yours. They’ll play it for 
50-cent start and 50-cent continua- 
tion, and you will make more 
money now. 

Someday you'll have all of your 
games on 50-cent play. Yes, even 
Ms. Pac-Man. People will still want 
to play that old classic and they 
will pay 50 cents, because that is 
what it costs to play all the games. 
That is, all the games except brand 
new ones like Street Fighter 4—it’s 
a dollar! The Champ at 50/50; 
we've got to start somewhere. 

P.S. Some of us are actually get- 
ting 50 cents per play on pinballs. 
Imagine that! L]

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usually focus on one specific 

topic when writing this column, 
such as redemption percentaging, 
room layout, and promotions. This 
month, however, I will take a brief 
look at three topics. 

I recently finished the spring 
post-ACME open house circuit, 
covering 3,000 miles in my visits to 
several distributorships—from 
New England to the beautiful but 
cloudy Pacific Northwest. These 
open houses let operators who 
haven’t traveled to the national 
conventions see the latest 
equipment. 

While attending these distri- 
butor shows, I watched the 
children to see what games grab- 
bed their attention. Since many 
smart arcade owners bring their 
children or grandchildren to get a 
‘“player’s perspective” on the new 
equipment, I had the opportunity 
to seek out the same opinions. 

Among new video games, a great 
deal of attention went to the new 
sit-downs by Sega and Jaleco. 
Atari’s Relief Pitcher and Cap- 
com’s Street Fighter IJ, Champion 
Edition also caused a good deal of 
excitement. Some distributors 
displayed these games in a50-inch 
monitor cabinet. Those that did 
generated even greater player 
interest. 

The redemption equipment that 
got the most play wasn’t always 
necessarily new. Taito’s Super 
Sonic Blastman was unques- 
tionably the most played. Data 
East’s Wacky Gator was probably 
the second favorite (even though a 
new ‘‘whack”’ game is on the 
market, the players seemed to like 
Wacky Gator best). Kiddie games 
Feed Big Bertha by Smart In- 
dustries and Skee Toss B.C. by 
Skee-Ball/Betson also received a 
lot of play. In Washington state 
and Oregon, where redemption is 


relatively new, Skee-Ball gene- 
rated plenty of interest. 

One of the best reasons to get in- 
volved in redemption is the 
longevity of the equipment, and my 
recent observations confirm this. If 


you have aredemption center with 


Skee-Balls and Wacky Gators, 
you'll be pleased to know that no 
new equipment has come along to 
make them obsolete. 

When you visit your distributor's 
showroom to look at new equip- 
ment, why not bring along your 
kids, grandkids, and/or neighbor's 
kids? After all, they are more 
representative of your customer 
base.

Make yourself visible 

I’ve observed that locations 
where the owner is present are 
cleaner, better managed, and more 
profitable than locations where the 
owner is absent. Even in the best- 
run chains, something is missing 
when the store manager is way 
down in the chain of command. If 
you own 40 or 50 game rooms, you 
can’t be at every location every 
week. However, you must try to in- 
still the same degree of concern in 
your staff that you feel yourself. 

Make an effort to visit your loca- 
tions as often as possible. Involve 
grass-roots management in the 
decision-making process. The 
more input your store managers 
have, the more pride they will take

in running a clean, profitable 
amusement center. Redemption is 
similar to retailing: you need 
managers who understand retail- 
ing, but that means paying them 
better than managers of amuse- 
ment centers without redemption. 
A quarterly incentive plan tied to 
profits is a good way to keep your 
staff motivated. 

The next time you visit one of 
your locations, take a moment to 
see the facility as though you were 
a customer. Are the games all 
clean and running properly? How 
many “out of order” signs are be- 
ing used? Are the prizes in the 
redemption counter neat and pro- 
perly labeled with the needed 
ticket values? Is the room mer- 
chandised in an exciting way (mak- 
ing good use of lighting and color)? 
And don’t forget to ask yourself the 
important question: would you 
bring your family here to spend 
some money and enjoy the 
afternoon? . 
Cranes: earning well or not at all? 

My final observation this month 
is directed toward crane operators. 
In my travels I have met operators 
who got involved with cranes 
several years ago and now feel that 
they’ve lost excitement. I also meet 
people who tell me the crane 
business has never been better. 
Both of these observations are 
true. How can this be? 

If you have cranes with the same 
prize mix that you used when you 
first placed them on location, you 
will be among the group convinced 
that the crane business is dead. 
Sixty- and 70-cent merchandise 
doesn’t motivate players anymore. 
After all, how many pair of fuzzy 
dice can a person hang from the 
rearview mirror? 

However, if you are among the 
group of operators who continue to 
seek out new and interesting 
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prizes for your cranes, you have 
probably noticed that the crane 
business is better than ever. This is 
because the choice of prizes has 
never been better. 

Licensed products are excellent 
crane prizes—they are highly 
recognizable and always in de- 
mand. College and pro sports logos 
may be matched to your geogra- 
phic area. Movies and TV also pro- 
vide many logoed items. Steve 
Urkel dolls and teddy bears wear- 
ing “Beverly Hills 90210” T-shirts 
look great in a crane, and 
‘Wayne's World” backstage 
passes fit nicely in plastic capsules. 
With summer coming, think about 
sunglasses, frisbees, and plastic 
squeeze bottles. Trolls have been 
hot for several months and will pro- 
bably remain so throughout the 
summer.

ix months of regional dart 

tournament action culmin- 
ated in the sixth Valley North 
American Championships, held 
March 21 at the Sahara Hotel in 
Las Vegas. Operators of Cougar 
Dart machines in 16 states staged 
the 37 regional tournaments, in 
which some 15,000 dart enthusiasts 
participated. 

Over 120 of the country’s best 
players converged in Las Vegas 
with one goal in mind: to secure 
one of the four cherished spots on 
Team USA and a grand prize trip 
to London for the Valley Cup 
World Championships. When it 
was all said and done, Karen Zim- 
merman of Waukesa, Wis., and 
Marie McMahon of New Port 
Richey, Fla., had claimed their 
spots as the team’s female repre- 
sentatives, while it took a playoff 
for John Gray of Phoenix, Ariz., 
and Larry Clark of Fond du Lac, 
Wis., to do likewise. Gray was the 
team captain for the competition in 
Austria last year. 

The championship field in Las 
Vegas was separated into equal 


singles divisions of men and 
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women. A round-robin format was 
used; darters played 301 Double 
In/Double Out, Cricket, and 501 
Double Out. The divisional players 
with the most wins advanced to the 
championship round. Here are 
those who made it and how they 
finished, along with their operator 
sponsors:

OK, OK, OK to these games 


W e don’t speak the same lan- 

guage, you and I. Oh, I’m not 
referring to English, which I was 
forced to learn after being strand- 
ed on this planet many years ago. 
I’m referring, instead, to the 
peculiarities of word usage within 
the English language. 

You see, first and foremost, I am 
a game player. I don’t care about 
niggling details like rules or how 
much money a machine makes. I 
don’t care if women, children, or 
yuppie swine on their lunch breaks 
like a game. I don’t care about 
anything, really, except whether I 
(big, bold capital DI) like it, whether 
I think it’s fun. 

So when an operator or distri- 
butor tells me that a game like 
Street Fighter II is a great game 
and that something I really likedis 
a dead monkey, I have to shake my 
head and assume that there’s 
something dreadfully wrong with 
him. The famous phrase uttered in 
“Cool Hand Luke,” ‘What we have 
here is a failure to communicate,’ 
leaps to mind. 

When you Say “great game” you 
mean “makes a lot of money.” 
When I say “great game” I mean 
“great graphics, great sound, and 
bloody great fun to play even if it 
doesn't make adime’”’. 1 am speak- 
ing English, plain and simple, while 
you are speaking some gibberish 
dialect. Unfortunately, “great 
earner’ and “great game’ are not 
necessarily synonymous. I’m here 
to tell you about great games. If 
you want to know about great 
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earners go talk to Robin Leach. 
Wakarimas’ ka? 
Lethal Weapon 3 
Data East Pinball 

This is a great game (are you still 
with me?). It’s timed to coincide 
with the release of the movie 
‘Lethal Weapon 3.” The pinball is 
a Sure winner. It’s a good enough 
game physically, but combined 
with digitized speech from Mel 
Gibson, Danny Glover, and Joe 
(Leo Getz) Pesci, digitized images 
from the films in the dot-matrix 
display, and the sure-fire “Lethal 
Weapon” license, Lethal Weapon 
3 should have the same kind of im- 
pact for Data East that Terminator 
2 had for Williams. 


“All of the elements 
that make the ‘Lethal 
Weapon’ series so

Data East has had its share of 
successful licenses—The Simpsons 
was a manic riot, Star Trek was 
(warning: cliche ahead) out of this 
world, and Hook was actually 
more fun than the movie. Lethal 
Weapon 3 should put them over 
the top. 

It’s fun to play, easy to clean and 
comes equipped with a dollar bill 
validator. All of the elements that 
make the “Lethal Weapon” series 
SO appealing are present within the 
game: Gibson’s on-the-edge en- 


thusiasm, Glover’s weary resigna- 
tion, and Pesci’s loony exuberance, 
not to mention action, danger, and 
balls—three shiny steel ones. 

Insert your money and Martin 
Riggs (Gibson) cheerfully imparts, 
‘““Let’s go catch some bad guys, 
Rog!” You get your choice of in- 
game music by selecting either C & 
C Music Factory’s “Gonna Make 
You Sweat,’ ZZ Top’s “Sharp 
Dressed Man,” or the “Lethal 
Weapon 3” soundtrack.” 

Instead of the usual plunger, 
LW3 features a Beretta gun grip, 
and the opening skill shot requires 
you to shoot a highlighted 
silhouette target on the dot-matrix 
display. Subway orbits load the 
Uzi submachine gun at the bottom 
center of the table and begin 
Shootout. A bad guy appears on 
the (dot-matrix) display with his 
back turned. Pull the trigger on the 
gun grip and plug him for a cool 
million points. Wait till he turns 
around to pop him and you get two 
million or wait until his eyes flash 
and ventilate him with six shots for 
three million pointeroonies. 
They're not really called point- 
eroonies—I’m just a tiny bit insane. 

Winning successive shootouts 
awards, oh, a whole bunch of stuff 
capped with Super Lethal 
Weapon, which can earn you 10 
million points if you don’t watch 
out. During multiball play, Jackpot 
is achieved by hitting the Freeway 
(Murtaugh: “I’m driving!” Riggs: 
“No, I'M driving!) for a breath- 
catching ride on a long, double- 
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looped ramp. Two balls on the 
ramp at the same time awards 
Double Jackpot. Quadruple Jack- 
pot is achieved by doing the same 
thing with the “double” drop hole 
and timer lit. 

If you ve already seen the movie 
or even the trailer for it, you're 
familiar with the red wire/blue 
wire bomb-defusing scene. Hit the 
center Crop target of either bank to 
initiate this sequence in the game. 
Then choose either remaining 
target to find the right wire (chosen 
randomly). A correct choice lights 
an unlimited millions target. An in- 
correct choice destroys a hefty 
chunk of California real estate. 

Shoot the drop holes marked 
Lethal Weapon 1,2,and3 and you 
are treated to one of five stunts on 
the display. Shooting a lit Leo Getz 
drop hole scores one of eight ran- 
dom awards. Score Super Leo Getz 
for one of three awards, including 
Crazy Riggs—a timed fast-scoring 
mode with Riggs doing his Three 
Stooges bit on the display. 

Video mode puts you in an 
L.A.P.D. combat handgun simula- 
tor on the ol’ dot-matrix—when a 
target turns to reveal an evildoer, 
pull the trigger on the Beretta grip. 
When a civilian is displayed—oh 
hell, shoot anyway, it’s only a 
game! Fight mode, awarded ran- 
domly with Lethal Weapon 1, 2, 
and 3 drop holes starts a fistfight 
on the display. Slap the flipper but- 
tons rapidly to make Riggs throw 
punches. My advice: try to win. 

OK, OK, OK, I know what you're 
saying. You're saying, “Hey Video 
Weasel, for someone who claims 
not to care about niggling details— 
like rules—you sure are listing a lot 
of them.” You're right, of course, 
but pinball is such an immediate 
and visceral experience that it’s 
tough to convey in mere words on 
a page. Suffice it to say that Lethal 
Weapon 3 meets all of the Video 
Weasel’s criteria for a great 
game—it looks good, it sounds 
good, and it’s fun. 

It seems that there’s been a 


renewed interest in Formula One 
racing games, both in the home 
and in the arcades. For the past few 
weeks I’ve been playing Micro- 
Prose’s World Circuit and think it’s 
quite possibly the finest racing 
simulator available for personal 
computers. It’s definitely put me in 
the right frame of mind for a good 
coin-op racer. Here are two ex- 
cellent entries in the field. 
F1 Exhaust Note 
Sega 

The mere mention of the Sega 
name conjures up blissful images 
of fast and furious jet fighter com- 
bat and high speed auto races in 
blisteringly beautiful 32-bit 
graphics. Exhaust Note does not 
disappoint. Available as a one- or 
two-player deluxe sit-down cabinet 
with dual 25-inch monitors, the 
game offers a fiercely competitive 
four-lap race on the fictional Sega 
International Racecourse.

Cosmetically, Exhaust Note has 
the usual Sega features—brightly 
colored molded plastic, well lit, and 
tasteful cabinet graphics. The 
seats are a bit stiff but the steering 
wheel is a hefty handful, all padded 
leather-like with “wing” shift con- 
trols on the column behind the 
wheel. Choose between a V10 
automatic or a V12 with a manual 
transmission, although I highly 
recommend the manual. The wing 
shifter looks kind of dopey at first, 
but it’s actually placed quite 
logically and allows up and 
downshifting through all six gears. 
Accelerator and brake pedals sit at 
your feet, but with proper shifting 
you ll hardly need the brake. 

The steering is very sensitive and 
requires only small movements— 


remember, you are going 180 miles 
per hour! The display features a 
full width rearview mirror at the 
top as well as acourse map and all 
pertinent instrumentation—tach, 
speedo, selected gear, lap time, 
time left, position, and lap number. 
You view your car from behind, 
while Yamaha Active Servo 
speakers in the headrests provide 
music and sound effects. The 
course itself is loaded with detail, 
including track marshals who 
scramble out of your way if you ac- 
cidentally spin out towards them 
or, in my case, aim for them. 
Grand Prix Star 
Jaleco 

Grand Prix Star also comes as a 
deluxe one- or two-player, sit-down 
cabinet with dual 25-inch monitors. 
Although the exterior is not as pret- 
ty as Exhaust Note’s, the seats are 
a lot more comfortable. Your 
choice of transmissions is one—

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manual. Choice of gears is two— 
high and low. You do have your 
choice of three race courses in Ger- 
many, Monaco, and Japan and the 
scenery is lushly textured. There 
are also some spectacular crashes 
in addition to the dramatic 
spinouts. 

Racing takes place in both 
daylight and at night with chang- 
ing weather creating wet and dry 
track conditions.

| wo columns ago I mentioned 
the Huntron Tracker as a 
valuable troubleshooting tool. 
Recently, our technical depart- 
ment attended a board repair and 
troubleshooting seminar con- 
ducted by National Electric and In- 
strumentation in Elizabeth, N.J., at 
which we were introduced to the 
use and capabilities of these 
trackers. There are two models of 
power off circuit board trouble- 
shooting instruments that utilize 
analog signature analysis. 

By applying a low voltage AC 
sine wave across the two ends ofa 
suspected circuit board compo- 
nent, the instrument’s CRT 
displays a graphic voltage vs. a 
current relationship picture called 
its ‘‘analog signature.’ The 
displayed signature gives a visual 
picture of the health of the compo- 
nent under test. 

The key to using the tracker is 
recognizing good signatures as op- 
posed to bad signatures. The 
availability of a known good board 
or component makes troubleshoot- 
ing relatively simple, even in the 
absence of schematics or specific 
knowledge of the circuit under test. 

Troubleshooting this way 
doesn’t require the services of an 
electronics wizard. All that’s need- 
ed is a basic knowledge of elec- 
tronics. Isn’t this just what we’ve 
all been looking for? 


How the tracker works 

Knowing basic signatures for 
opens, shorts, diodes, resistors, 
and capacitors provides a good 
basis for understanding all tracker 
signatures. Voltage is displayed 
horizontally and current is dis- 
played vertically. An open circuit 
draws no current so it is repre- 
sented as a horizontal line. A short 
circuit draws maximum current 
and is represented as a vertical 
line. 

A diode (p/n junction) allows cur- 
rent to flow in only one direction 
and is shown by a horizontal line 
that goes vertical just past the 
center graph axis. Resistors have a 
constant voltage/current ratio 
causing a linear diagonal signa- 
ture whose slope corresponds to 
the resistance rating. Capacitors 
cause a phase shift between the 
voltage and current, producing an 
elliptical signature. Other signa- 
tures will be a combination of these 
basic ones. 

As I’ve said before, you can use 
your dual trace oscilloscope for 
signature analysis if you have the 
right accessory, such as the 
Beckman Scopemate 2 or your 
own shop-built “octopus.” These 
trackers are instruments built 
especially for this troubleshooting 
technique, so you don't have to 
connect and disconnect add-on ac- 
cessories and tie up your valuable

oscilloscope for signature analysis. 

A Huntron Tracker has the abili- 
ty to test circuits with internal 
resistance as low as 10 ohms (a 
patented feature). According to the 
manufacturer, add-on testers 
usually test with fair results be- 
tween the 500-600 ohm range. I 
can’t help comparing the Huntron 
Tracker to the dedicated word pro- 
cessor, just as you could compare 
an oscilloscope with add-ons to a 
computer with word processing 
software. 

Basic model 1000 (approximate 
cost $750) 

The basic model is Huntron 
Tracker 1000, which measures 11” 
x 9” x 4”. Itis much smaller than a 
standard bench oscilloscope, 
without the many buttons and 
dials that are typical of that equip- 
ment. The Model 1000 has only four 
dials and four buttons, including 
the on/off switch. 

Three buttons (labeled low, 
medium, and high) allow you to 
select the voltage ranges of the 80 
Hz test signal. This enables you to 
obtain the most accurate signature 
for each type of test application. 
There is an intensity control knob, 
just like a regular oscilloscope, and 
two vertical and horizontal con- 
trols to let you position the trace on 
the display. 

One important control is the 
compar-a-trace mode switch that

allows you to switch either two A-B 
inputs manually. There’s also an 
alternate mode, in which case the 
CRT will display the signature of 
the two inputs alternately for 
easier comparison. For example, 
Input A could be the suspect com- 
ponent and Input B the known 
good one. 

Model 2000 (approximate cost 
$1,895) 

The Model 2000 has all the 
features of the Model 1000 with a 
few additions: 

1. The choice of three test fre- 
quency ranges (60 Hz/400 Hz/2000 
Hz). 

2. An additional voltage range 
called Medium 2. 

3. A built-in pulse generator used 
to trigger the gate-fired devices, 
such as SCRSs, triacs, and opto- 
couplers, so its output can be ex- 
amined through the tracker’s nor- 
mal test terminals. This method 
allows you to obtain the signature 
of these devices while they are in 
their active states. 

Switcher 410 (approximate cost 
$795) 

The Switcher 410 is an accessory 
that can be used with either Model 
1000 or Model 2000. It allows 
testing or comparison checks bet- 
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ween two ICs of up to 40 pins 
without moving test leads.The 
comparison may be done on loose 
ICs by plugging both the good and 
suspect ICs to the sockets on the 
switcher, or on an on-board compo- 
nent using extender cables ter- 
minated with IC dip clips. 

In either case, all you need to do 
is press the button that cor- 
responds to each pin number of the 
IC under test and the switcher will 
alternately display the signatures 
of the good and suspect IC for that 
pin. 

If there is any fault, you will be 
able to visually observe the dif- 
ference in signatures. Ifit is aloose 
IC that you are comparing and you 
see a signature difference, you 
then have a bad IC. If you are com- 
paring on-board ICs, you have to 
desolder the pin that exhibited the 
differences in order to isolate the 
problem: is the fault in the IC itself 
or in another component con- 
nected to that particular pin? You 
can use the schematics (if 
available) or simply follow the 
trace to probe deeper for the other 
components that are now suspect. 
Switcher 640 (approximate cost 
$1,595) 

An upgraded version of the Swit- 


cher 410 may be used only with the 
Model 2000. Its main feature is that 
it automates the comparison pro- 
cess. For example, you are trouble- 
shooting by comparison through 
the edge card connector of a 
known good board and a suspect 
board. When using the Switcher 
640 you don’t have to press two but- 
tons and observe pin-by-pin as in 
the Switcher 410. The Switcher 640 
does the comparisons by itself. 

Ifthere is no signature difference, 
a pass message will be displayed. 
In that case, you have to probe 
deeper into other board com- 
ponents. If a difference is detected, 
it will display the pin that has the 
worst failure, then the next worst, 
etc. You can always switch it to 
manual mode if you want to doa 
pin-by-pin observation. 

As always, keep cranking! [1

If you can afford 
it or can arrange financing, now is 
the time to buy a business—prefer- 
ably a competitor.

owner. But the IRS can’t tax what 
you have properly transferred to 
your kids. 

One warning: whether you want 
to buy, sell, or transfer, don't go it 
alone. Yes, take advantage of this 
window of business opportunity, 
but don’t make the mistake of deal-

Also, this may be the best oppor- 
tunity you'll enjoy in your entire 
business lifetime to transfer your 
business to your kids. Why? Be- 
cause businesses are worth less in 
the real world marketplace during 
a recession.

Ten thousand dollars 
every year for each of your kids, 
plus $600,000 once. And double 
that if you're married. 

For example, if you have three 
children, you can give away 
$630,000 in 1992 ($1,260,000 if mar- 
ried) without incurring one cent of 
a cash gift tax liability. Remember 
that estate taxes will eventually 
rob over 50 percent of your

Avoiding costly tax blunders 

My, how time flies. It was 20 
years ago that I wrote my first tax 
column. One year ago I wrote an 
item in this column about tax 
mistakes and second opinions. 
And never in 20 years have I been 
deluged with as much reader feed- 
back as I was after that column. 
Even a year later, we are still 
receiving calls. OK, I can take a 
hint. I'll detail again why it’s so im- 
portant to get a second opinion. 

It happens every year: you sign 
and then file your business tax 
return, usually with a sinking feel- 
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ing that you’ve overpaid. Worse 
yet, you're probably right! 

Overly complex and changing 
tax laws are usually the culprit. 
These laws cause business owners 
to make two types of basic errors: 1) 
errors of commission (a mistake in 
the way an item is handled on the 
tax return), and 2) errors of omis- 
sion (not using a tax technique that 
would have saved money). 

Our office reviews the tax 
returns of our regular clients, 
readers of this column, and 
seminar attendees. After review- 
ing thousands of business tax 
returns through the years, aclear, 
tax-expensive pattern emerged: 
the same mistakes are made in all 
areas of the country. 

Here is a list of the 10 most com- 
mon errors: 

1. Being a C (tax-paying) corpora- 
tion instead of an S corporation (a 
partnership-like corporation that 
pays no tax), or vice versa. 

2. Corporation owners taking too 
much or too little salary. 

3. Not electing the LIFO (ast-in, 
first-out) inventory method. 

4. Buying fixed assets (land, 
buildings, equipment, etc.) inside 
the corporation instead of owning 
the assets in a family partnership 
and renting to the corporation. 

5. Not dividing income among 
low-bracket family members. 

6. Valuing stock incorrectly for 
gift and estate tax purposes. 

7. Paying unnecessary dividends.

8. Not putting new business op- 
portunities into a separate 
corporation. 

9. Putting real estate into a 
separate corporation. 

10. Not transferring the business 
to the kids or transferring incor- 
rectly, causing estate taxes to 
skyrocket. 

Actually, the list could go on and 
on. As each type of common 
mistake was diagnosed, a tax- 
saving prescription was found to 
correct the error or prevent it from 
happening in the first place. How is 
this done? It’s simple: we review 
the tax returns and give a detailed 
second opinion. 

Is your qualified plan outdated? 

Is your qualified deferred com- 
pensation plan—fancy language 
for a profit-sharing plan or pension 
plan—the right plan for your 
business? If the plan has been in ef: 
fect for five years or more, chances 
are it’s outdated. 

Here is the typical scenario we 
see in practice. Years ago, the 
business put a qualified plan into 
effect with the help of a consultant. 
Contributions are dutifully made 
every year. No thought is given as 
to whether the original many-year- 
old plan is still the right one. 

The real question is, would you 
put the same plan into effect to- 
day? Ifnot, the smart thing to dois 
terminate the current plan or up- 
date it. Because of the many 
adverse changes made in the tax

law in recent years, logic dictates 
changes to old plans. It is impor- 
tant to know that profit-sharing 
plans outnumber pension plans by 
about five to one. 

Are profit-sharing plans better? 
Well, yes and no. Yes, because they 
are much simpler to understand 
and administer. No, because under 
the old rules, the owner could not 
put away a larger percentage of 
the contribution for himself 
without discriminating against the 
other employees. On the other 
hand, a pension plan allows you to 
play all kinds of wonderful tax 
tricks, especially if the owner is 
older than most of the other 
employees. One problem: the rules 
are a complex mess, and pension 
plans are difficult and costly to 
administer. 

Wouldn’t it be nice if you could 
take the best features of a profit- 
sharing plan and a pension plan 
and combine them into one brand 
new plan? You can by using the 
rules that allow you to create what 
is called an ‘“age-weighted profit- 
sharing plan.” We have been con- 
verting our clients’ old plans, 
whether profit-sharing or pension, 
into new, age-weighted plans. 

The following simple, practical 
examples show you why age- 
weighted profit-sharing plans are 
the new rage of closely held 
businesses.

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et’s take a detailed look at the 

vertical deflection hardware. 
We'llstart at the output of the ver- 
tical deflection circuit and work 
our way back to the vertical 
oscillator at the very beginning of 
the circuit. 

This is also how we'll trouble- 
shoot most vertical deflection 
failures. Since the bulk of vertical 
deflection failures are in the output 
circuit, we usually start looking 
there. If we can’t find a problem in 
the vertical output stage of the 
monitor, we move backward 
through each stage in turn until we 
encounter the defective compo- 
nent. It’s actually pretty easy once 


you know what to do and what to 
look for. 
The vertical output circuit 

There is one type of vertical out- 
put circuit that is used in many of 
our video game monitors. This cir- 
cuit is more or less the same, 
regardless of model or manufac- 
turer. The component values will 
vary a bit, but the basic design is 
fairly constant. 

This circuit uses a pair of tran- 
sistors (appropriately called the 
“vertical output transistors’’) to 
drive the vertical deflection coils in 
the yoke (see figure 1). In this 
schematic drawing of a typical ver- 
tical output circuit, the two vertical 


output transistors are Q1 and Q2. 

It’s usually pretty easy to identify 
the vertical output transistors ina 
monitor. They will always come in 
pairs. They will be in TO-220 
packages (see figure 2) and will be 
mounted on a heatsink. The two 
vertical output transistors will 
often be identical NPN transistors, 
as they are here. But vertical out- 
put transistor pairs can also be 
made from two transistors of op- 
posite polarity, using one NPN and 
one PNP transistor. 

The vertical output circuit will 
get its power in one of two ways. 
One method uses the main B+ 
power supply (normally around 
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+115 VDC to +130 VDC, depen- 
ding on the manufacturer and 
model). When the B+ is used as a 
power source, the value of resistor 
R1 will often be somewhere around 
470 ohms, 5 to 7 watts. If this 
resistor fails, it will open circuit. 
You will lose the collector voltage 
at the vertical output transistor Q1. 
This resistor might also open cir- 
cuit if one or both of the vertical 
output transistors fail. Since 
failure of Rl can be an indicator 
that there are additional defective 
components, be sure to test both 
vertical output transistors when 
you find Rl to be open. 

The obvious visual symptom is 
loss of vertical deflection, a thin, 
horizontal line across the middle of 
the screen. In some cases you may 
see avery Short picture but it won't 
be more than an inch or two tall. 
This is acommon failure in Wells- 
Gardner 4900 series monitors. 

In other monitors, a separately 
derived low voltage supply of 
around +30 VDC is used as a 
power source for the vertical out- 
put circuit (see figure 3). This low 
voltage source is usually derived 
from a small secondary winding on 
the flyback transformer. The AC 
output of this low voltage secon- 
dary winding is then rectified 
by a single diode (D1) and filtered 
with an electrolytic capacitor (C3). 

When the vertical deflection cir- 
cuit is powered by a low voltage 
supply, the value of Rl will be as 
low as 22 ohms up to about 68 ohms. 
If you have a loss of collector 
voltage at vertical output transistor 
Q1 and you're missing the voltage 
at the other end of R1 as well, be 
sure to trace back to the origin of 
the low voltage power supply. You 
will often find a resistor (see R5 in 
figure 3) in series between the low 
voltage secondary winding on the 
flyback transformer and the diode. 
This will usually be a low resistance 
(anything from afew ohms to a cou- 
ple of dozen ohms of resistance) 
and may have open circuited, caus- 
ing the loss of voltage. 
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As we discussed earlier, an open 
resistor here might indicate addi- 
tional problems. One or both of the 
vertical output transistors might 
be bad. Also, check D1, C3, and any 
other circuits that are connected to 
the low voltage power supply. 

Take another look at the junction 
of Ri and the collector of Q1. Do 
you see capacitor C1? When this 
capacitor fails, it produces a very 
strange symptom: a black, un- 
stable horizontal bar at the top of 
the screen. You may have some 
raster show up above the bar and 
everything on the screen that you 
do see appears perfectly normal. 

As atest, try reducing the height 
of the picture using the vertical 
size adjustment potentiometer. If 
the black bar shrinks or disap- 
pears as you reduce the size of the 
picture, C1 is bad. 

Another quick test is to connect a 
new capacitor in parallel with the 
existing one. Just tack it on the bot- 
tom of the printed circuit board 
with your soldering iron and a drop 
or two of solder (observe polarity!). 
If the problem goes away, you've 
found your culprit. Of course, you 
don’t really have to solder the 
capacitor just to perform this test. 
If you're careful, you may simply 
hold the cap in your hand and

carefully touch the leads across 
the existing C1 (observe polarity!) 
as you observe the screen. 

Youcan replace C1 with a larger 
capacitor if you need to. The 
original value is really not too 
critical. For example, if the original 
capacitor is 47 microfarads and all 
you have is a 100 microfarad 
capacitor, it will work fine. 
Naturally, you must not use a 
capacitor with a lower voltage 
rating than the original capacitor. 
However, higher voltage ratings 
are always acceptable in all 
situations. 

As mentioned earlier, the vertical 
output transistors themselves fail 
sometimes. In fact, this is not at all 
an uncommon failure. The best bet 
here is simply to test them with a 
digital multimeter (power OFF). 
They often will not check normally 
in circuit, so you really need to pull 
them out of circuit to test them. As 
a matter of fact, when I am work- 
ing on a monitor with a complete 
loss of vertical deflection, I general- 
ly test these transistors first— 
before I perform any power-on 
voltage tests. 

The output of the vertical deflec- 
tion circuit comes from the middle 
of the circuit where the emitter of 
vertical output transistor Q1 is 
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connected through two diodes to 
the collector of Q2. The output is 
connected to pin 3 of the yoke con- 
nector which, in turn, is connected 
to one end of the vertical deflection 
coils in the yoke. These two coils 
are connected in series. The com- 
bined DC resistance of the vertical 
deflection coils will vary quite a bit 
between models and manufac- 
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turers, but most seem to fall into 
the 15 to 40 ohm range. Some, 
however, have a DC resistance of 
as little as 8 ohms. It is this dif- 
ference in resistance (among other 
things) that often prevents using 
one monitor chassis to drive a dif- 
ferent picture tube and yoke 
assembly. 

Take a look at the other side of 
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the yoke coils. Look at pin 4 of the 
yoke connector and follow this 
wire to capacitor C2. This is an in- 
teresting circuit and a common 
failure too! C2 is known as the “AC 
return” capacitor. Its function is to 
allow the 60 hertz AC signal of the 
vertical sweep to pass through (to 
“return” to ground) while blocking 
any DC (more about the DC later). 

All of the AC current that drives 
the vertical deflection coils in the 
yoke has to pass through the AC 
return capacitor. This capacitor 
fails a lot. In fact, it’s probably the 
most common failure in the ver- 
tical deflection circuit in older 
monitors. The symptom is a picture 
that doesn’t fill the screen from top 
to bottom, even with the vertical 
size potentiometer turned all the 
way to maximum. 

You may also see a picture that’s 
squished at the top of the screen 
and stretched out at the bottom, or 
vice versa. This condition is known 
as poor “linearity.’”’ You may see 
vertical foldover as well, with the 
top of the screen bent back over on- 
to itself. As before, a quick test can 
usually be made by bridging a new 
cap across the existing one to see if 
the problem goes away. 

The AC return capacitor is im- 
portant because of the way the ver- 
tical centering adjustment is ac- 
complished. In order to move the 
entire picture up or down on the 
front of the picture tube, a “DC 
bias” is applied to the yoke through 
resistor R2 or resistor R3. If the ver- 
tical shift jumper is connected to 
R2, some of the B+ is connected to 
the yoke. 

This moves the picture down. If 
R3 is connected, a DC connection is 
made to ground and the picture 
moves down. Naturally, the center 
position isn’t connected to any- 
thing at all because no DC bias is 
required in this situation. The AC 
return capacitor keeps the AC ver- 
tical sweep signal from interfering 
with the DC bias, and vice versa. 

Next time, we'll take a look at the 
vertical drive circuit. (C) 
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The meat and 





potatoes of 


admit it, I like meat and 

potatoes. I’m also quite fond 
of tickets, but not to eat! However, 
I understand that they are high in 
fiber! 

Tickets are the meat and 
potatoes of your redemption 
business, so stocking a sufficient 
number of them should be a 
priority. The last thing you want 
to do on a busy Friday night is run 
out of tickets. 

Redemption game tickets can be 
purchased from several different 
national ticket printing com- 
panies (see addresses listed at the 
end). If you want to purchase your 
tickets from a local source, check 
the yellow pages in the phone 
book under tickets, printers, or 
promotion companies. 

If you are ordering tickets from 
a local supplier, the tickets used in 
redemption games are called “fan 
folded redemption game tickets” 
and come five tickets to a fold: 
there are 2,000 tickets per deck— 
like a deck of cards. Now that 
would make one heck of a poker 
game! I can see it now, the wager 
is high and you win the game with 
38 of a kind! 

There are several terms used to 
describe 2,000 tickets: pack, stack, 
scan, and flat are just a few. 
However, deck is the most com- 
mon one used. The tickets are 
made from material called 
“Bristol Paper.” The dimensions 


are 10,000ths of an inch thick, 
1-5/32 inches wide, and two inches 
long. 

You can _ color-coordinate 
redemption tickets to match your 
game center’s color scheme by 
ordering colored tickets. Colored 
tickets, depending who you order 
from, can be printed in one or two 
colors of inks (black ink is used 
most) and in any color of paper. 
Some standard colors are brown, 
red, orange, yellow, green, blue, 
magenta (which is a bright pur- 
ple), gray, and white. Some ticket 
printers have the above colors 
and some do not, and still other 
printers may have some colors I 
haven't listed. 

You can choose from either 
stock or custom tickets. If you opt 
for custom tickets, you select the 
colors of the ink and the paper, 
and have your logo or company 
name printed on each ticket. 

If ordering stock tickets, you are 
usually limited to the ticket ven- 
dor’s choice of ink and ticket 
paper colors. If you order stock 
tickets, when you reorder, 
chances are likely that you will 
not get the same color of tickets. 

The lead time on custom ticket 
orders is from one to four weeks, 
depending on how busy the ticket 
vendors are. April through 
September are the busiest months 
for them. 

The price per deck (remember, 
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that’s 2,000 tickets) depends on the 
quantity ordered. Since most 
ticket vendors have a base price, 
if you order in lots of 100,000 
tickets, the price stays constant. 
The first quantity price break 
starts at 100,000 and continues 
from there. 

Now wait a minute, you Say, 
100,000 tickets sounds like a lot of 
tickets. But consider this: each 
redemption game will hold at 
least 2,000 tickets—some hold up 
to 4,000. If you have 15 redemption 
games, that’s 30,000 tickets stored 
right there! The tickets are ship- 
ped 20,000 per box. Each box 
weighs about 12 lbs. and is 12” x 
12” x 8.” 

Here is a list of some of the 
ticket vendors.

and tired cliches is, to my 
ears, akin to hearing the screech 
of fingernails on a chalkboard. 
America has become quite 
tolerant of poor grammar, but 
when you consider our curious ap- 
preciation of Madonna and fast 
food, it’s hardly surprising. 

Why, for example, has it become 
acceptable to replace “goes” for 
“says? To wit: “And then he goes,

when I want to!’ The nerve of the 
bum!” 

Another irritation is dotting 
one’s speech with “like.” I don’t 
know who started it or when, but I 
wish it would, like, stop. The next 
time someone assaults you witha 
torrent of likes, reach for the 
heaviest Thesaurus you can find 
and crack the offender’s skull. He 
may thank you for your concern, if 
not, at least you'll feel better. 

Then there are the cliches: “You 
gotta give 110 percent” (how can 
you expend more than the total 
amount of potential energy?) or 
“It’s the thought that counts” (ut- 
tered when you receive a par- 
ticularly horrid gift, e.g., a three- 
armed porcelain monkey design- 
ed by a Dali disciple on drugs). But 
the one I hear with alarming fre- 
quency is this: ‘““That’s what it’s all 
about.”’ 

I may notice it because I watch

favorite among athletes, who use 
“that’s what it’s all about” to drive 
their point home. Reds pitcher 
Rob Dibble, when asked how his 
ailing arm is responding to treat- 
ment, tells ESPN, “I’m really let- 
ting loose during batting practice. 
My arm feels better than it did six 
weeks ago. That’s what it’s all 
about.” Necessary? No. 

I flip the channel to NBC for the 

NBA Game of the Week. Marv 
Albert questions Isaiah Thomas of 
the Pistons about the team’s per- 
formance during the stretch run. 
Thomas says, ‘We're up one day, 
down the next. It’s been a strange 
season, but we're still going to the 
playoffs. That’s what it’s all 
about.” Is there no sanctuary from 
this cliche? 
_ Let’s try CNN. Fred Hickman 
asks “Neon” Deion Sanders about 
splitting time between the Atlanta 
Braves and the Atlanta Falcons. 
Can he continue to play both 
sports? “I don’t know,” Sanders 
says, ‘but the key is to just have 
fun. (NO! NO! That’s what it’s all 
about.” (Translation: “I need both 
paychecks to afford all these gold 
chains around my neck.”) 

I shouldn’t pick on the jocks; 
rock stars are no better. Excuse 
me, Mr. No Talent Headbanger, 
doesn’t the fact that youcan't sing, 
write lyrics, or play an instrument 
bother you? “Who cares about 
that? The kids are buying my 


all about? 


records. That’s what it’s all 
about.’ You, over there, the 
critical darling of the rock press, 
how does it feel to sell only 1,000 
copies of your latest release? “It 
doesn’t bother me in the slightest. 
I have the same philosophy as 
Sinead O’Connor and U2: my 
music is designed to educate the 
public about acid rain, AIDS, 
teenage pregnancy, ‘80s greed, 
world peace, Satan, and love. 
That’s what it’s all about.” 

What’s the coin-op amusement 
industry all about? The bottom- 
liners would argue that selling 
games and emptying full cash- 
boxes is it, end of discussion. Some 
may cite specific equipment: “It’s 
all about video games” or “Juke- 
boxes—that’s what the coin ma- 
chine industry has always been 
about.” Those of a more philoso- 
phical bent might say the industry 
is all about fun, about providing 
families with clean, inexpensive 
entertainment. 

Who could argue with any of 
these answers? Then again, why 
argue at all? Just, like, enjoy it, you 
know what I’m going—I mean, 
saying? [|
